What Is the Motive of Their Hostile Attitude? 


The newspapers throughout the country have re- 
newed their attack upon Spiritiem with 1ncreased 
frenzy. In obedience to the still powerful church and 
the money monarchs they brand all psychic demonstra- 
tions as fraud and fake. Even the sanctuary of the 
press, the editorial page, was surrendered to the sys- 
tematic denouncers of the rediscovered truth of spirit 
return. 


Under the caption ** Something to think about”? the 
Herald and Examiner published an Editorial written 
by Mr. Bruno Lessing. The manner mn which he dis- 
cussed the recent investigation of pretended medinm- 
Ship of a person who wanted to bag the 5,000 Dollar 
prize, shows clearly where he stands. We do not object 
to the stand he takes. We are not over-anx1ous to 
convince People of a truth which necessitates a higher 
understanding of life or at least personal experience 
in 8piritism. Mr. Lessing had no personal experiences, 
which proved the continuity of life after death. 


What we find rather unfair is the attitude which he 
takes toward the greatest scientists of our age. In his 
last paragraph he says: 


Quite a number of promment men have been the 
dupes of these *©mediums”” 'and have been exploited as 
proof of the truth of this pathetic game. But they are 
- nvariably old men whose brains have passed the zenith 
of their efficiency. They find it restful to $M in a dark 
rOOM. 


It 1s quite evident that some detractors of the se1 
entific defenders of s8piritism never reached the zenith 
alluded to. The scientists who claim that spirit com- 
' mumieation is an established fact knew long ago that 
their inferior contemporaries w1ll sneer at them; many 
of them, as the great Lombroso, hesitated in the begin- 
ning to come out with a true statement of their scientific 
findings; they were honest enough to testity to the truth 
even at the 8take of their reputation. 


But when we turn the pages of human history we 
find the same kind of people who through lack of under- 
standing tried to make a laughing stock of him who 
dared to contradict their convictions. The same history 
proves that advanced science gave up its verdict in 
favor of **the crazy fool.”” 


Galileo was forbidden to teach that the earth moves. 
He was called a fool by contemporary scientists. Coper- 
nicus was called a fool because he said that the earth 
moves around the sun. Columbus and Magellan where 
the laughing stock of all geographers of their time. 


Benjamin Franklin was assa1led in hike manner when 
he experimented with electricity. Poor old Morse, the 
inventor of the telegraph, was called an old fool. The 
editors of his time thought it absurd to believe that 
communication at a distance be posslble. 

Vanderbilt, the railroad magnate, with his scientific 
staff of mechanical engineers at his disposal, helped 
Westinghouse out of his office, becanse the railroad 
king had, no time to talk to fools. 

Robert Fulton with his steamboat was in no less de- 
gree cons1idered a simple-minded fool. Indeed all great 
men were called fools by their inferior contemporaries 
and 80 it is today. As time moves. on, history records 
all events and 1t will not take long when those, ridiculed 
today will be hailed as the greatest men of their age. 

When Pasteur announced his discovertes the greatest 
medical authorities called him an ignorant charlatan. 
When Bessemer explained his new method of making 
better steel, the Englhsh Steel Makers' Convention 
voted to omit his address from the record **to avoid 
being made ridiculous. ?? 

The mind of the 8cientist is after all only human. In 
regard to new truth the 8cientifie mind is not better 
than the religious mind. They frown at new discoveries 
and ideas; they are apt to be intolerant the same as the 
propagators of old worn-out dogmas and creeds.

At the same time the two old lords of mankind, Mam- 
mon and Church, use their powerful influence to with- 
hold from the masses the truth of Spiritizm. The 
motives are very clear to those who are closely watch- 
ing the development of the beginning of the greatest 
of all straggles mankind has ever experienced. Signs 
of an awakening of the people for light, truth and free- 
dom has alarmed those who reap without sowing, and 
they have found in the chureh a strong ally. They give 
the church the money to pay for the service of notable 
gpeakers, gifted with the power of words; but it seems 
that those beautiful lectures fail to arouse a greater 
interest in Churchianity.

The True Bibical Idea of God

**And thon, Solomon, my son, know 
thon, the God of thy father, and serve 
Him with a noble heart and with a will- 
ing mind; for the Lord searcheth all 
hearts, and understandeth all the imag- 
inations of the thoughts; 1f thou seek 
Him, He will be found of thee*”* (First 
Chronieles 28-9). 


Five hundred years ago he who dared 
exPress a doubt concerning a religious 
belief invited swift persecution, and 
risked the pangs of rack and stake. 
We burn no *heretics'” now. Bigotry 
and 8uperstition are not wholly extinet, 
but in this age of general enhghten- 
ment, their venom has to spend itself 
in ridicule and abuse. The exponents 
of an idolatrous fanaticism st1ll fatten on 
the ignorance of their dupes; but the 
time 1s at hand when the very book 
whose message of hght and truth they 
have 80 shamelessly perverted shall be- 
come the instrument of their destruc- 
tion. 

In s8pite of all their countless varia- 
tions of  gectarian belief, the religions 
of the Western world have this in com- 
mon; they accept the thirty-nine books 
of the Hebrew Seriptures as a funda- 
mental 8ource of religions doctrine, If 
only the real s1gnificance of the teach- 
ing s8et forth in this wonderful library 
of wisdom were understood, how quick- 
ly the fanatics would be clamoring for 
the destruction of the very writings 
they now look upon as the bulwarks of 
their preposterous creeds! He who 
reads the Hebrew Scriptures with eyes 
to see and a mind to understand, will 
find more than one explicit denial of 
the notion we may call the very corner- 
stone of the whole edifice of bigotry 
and superstition. 

This idea has manifold disguises. 
Put briefly, it 1s the as8umption that 
God 1s a personal being, existing apart 


from the universe and man, to whom 
man 1s in duty bound to offer worship and 
devotion. From this initial snpposition 
are derived all the ramifications of the 
colossal system of error and imposture 
which has thrived through the ages 
upon the 1gnorance and fear of its vie- 
tims, and which, even im this age of 
enlightenment, seeks to fasten upon hu- 
manity the shackles of unquestioning 
obedience to a self-constituted eccles]- 
astical authority. 

I maintain that the Hebrew Serip- 
tures contain no authority for this 1dea 
of a personal God. Here and there, of 
course, are Pass8ages which seem to con- 
vey this view. We must remember, 
however, that these thirty-nine books 
represent many s8hades of opinion and 
many degrees of enlightenment. They 
are not infallible documents, dictated 
by a Divine Being. Since they were 
first written, they have passed through 
the hands of many copyists, and be- 
canse they were inscribed on destruct1- 
ble materials, the oldest copies extant 
are comparatively modern. $0 there is 
plenty of room for errors to have crept 
in, not only through carelessness, but 
als0 through deliberate intent to de- 
ceive. Nevertheless, I hope to be able 
to show that the Bible, both expheitly 
and 1imphleitly, teaches a doctrine of 
x0d which is a flat contradiction of the 
notion that the Lord 1s a being dwelling 
in Some far-off heaven, apart from man. 

Moses, the law-giver, shall be our 
first authority. Educated in Eeyptian 
temples, initiated into the mysteries of 
thew secret wisdom, he must have 
known that behind all their mnltiphe1- 
ty of gods, the Egyptian priesthood rec- 
o0gnized the Self-existent, Omnipresent, 
Omnipotent LIFE-POWER, which, be- 
cause 1t 1s Omni-presence itself, cannot 
possibly be regarded as a 8eparate per- 
gonal being. But we do not have to 
content ourselves with inferences. The 
words of Moses himself give a clear 
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statement of his idea of God. Plain and 
simple, 80 that a child may grasp the 
truth—yet $0 full of secret s1gnificance 
that one might write a book about the 
hidden meaning of the **Name of the 
Lord.” 

I shall content myself with the obvi- 
ous, plain meaning. But I speak of the 
deeper significance- as a hint to inter- 
ested students. In Exodus 3 we read: 
*©'Thus shalt thou say unto the children 
of Israel, I AM hath sent me unto to 
you.”” The Name of the Lord, then, is I 
AM. Again, it 1s written in the fourth 
verse of the 8ixth chapter of Denuteron- 
omy, ** Here, O Israel; the Lord our God, 
the Lord is ONE,” for this is the literal 
translation of the Hebrew original. 
That is to say, the I AM is ONE, with- 
out a 8econd. 

Now, this Name of the Lord, the ONE 
I AM, is none other than the **Lost 
Word”* which was the subject of 80 
much speculation during the Middle 
Ages. This is the Name, the knowledge 
of whose secret meaning and power was 
the very foundation of Solomon, for we 
read in I. Kings x, 1, that **when the 
Queen of Sheba heard of the fame of 
Solomon concerning the name of the 
Lord, she came to prove (1. e., to test) 
him with hard questions.”” And this 
Name, or ©* Word of Power, ?? is further 
revealed to us by another passage Mm 
Deuteronomy : 

**It is not in heaven, that thou 
Shouldest 8ay, Who shall go up for us 
to heaven, and bring 1t to us, and make 
us hear it, that we may do it? Neither 
is it beyond the sea, that thou shouldest 
ay, Who s8hall go over the sea for us, 
and bring 1t unto ns, and make us to 
hear 1t, that we may do it? But the 
Word is very nigh unto thee, in thy 
mouth, and in thy heart, that thou 
mayest do 1t. ”* 

Nigh unto us, indeed, 80 close that 
its very nearness and familiarity make 
us overlook it! For 1t is none other 
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than the present tense of the verb *'to 
be,” the simple statement *'T AM,” 
that we all use a thousand times a day. 
*&I AM'' is truly ffin our mouth, and in 
our heart.” Tt is the fundamental tact 
of our being, the very core of our exist- 
ence. The very essence of the Mosale 
doctrine of God is the idea that this I 
AM is ONE, without a second. 

I AM is the Name of the Infinite 
Spirit of Life. To divide the Infinite 18 
a mathematical impossIbility. Henee 
there must be one I AM manifesting 
through countless personalities, though 
itself remaining impersonal. The I AM 
in John Smith is the I AM in Henry 
Jones. The I AM in the heart of the 
gun is the I AM that holds the mole- 
cules of water in the rain-drop which 
reflects the 8un. All things and erea- 
tures are but manifestations of the 
ONE, and that I AM is not to be wor- 
$hipped as a far-off God, nor to be pro- 
pitiated with s8acrifices. 

Isaiah says, *fI am the Lord, and 
there is none else. I form the hight and 
create darkness; I make peace, and 
create evil; I am the Lord, that doeth 
all these things.” There is nothing 
equivocal about these words. They 
state plainly that God is the One Power 
that does all things. They drive the 
idea home and clinch 1t with the state- 
ment that this One Power creates all 
those things that men call evil, as well 
as those that men call good. Whatever 
is manifested, no matter how men re- 
gard 1t, 1t 18 the result of the operation 
_ of this One Living, Intelligent Energy, 
which manifests in human beings as the 
central tact of their existence, the I AM 
in our mouths and in our hearts. 

The key to the mystery is the fact 
that the process by which the I AM 
becomes manifest 1s one of unfoldment. 
*©First the 8tone, then the plant, then 
the animal, and then the men, ?” is the 
way the ancient Hebrew philosophers 
put it. Consequently, there has been a 
progressive development of human con- 
SClousness. In its lower degrees it can- 
not grasp the unity of Being behind the 
multipheity of appearances. Man, in 
this stage of development, worships 
stocks and s8tones. A higher develop- 
ment enables him to grasp the idea that 
invisible causes produce visible effects, 
and then he thinks the gods enter, by 
80me magical process, into the idols he 


has made. Gradually the conception 
of unity transforms the belief in many 
gods into the idea of a single deity: 
but not until man grasps the truth that 
this One God 1s not a person, but an all- 
pervading, intelligent Power, central 
in every human life, can he read the 
Bible with understanding. 


This One Power creates evil as well 
as good, darkness as well as light. It 
brings us to the realization of truth ; 1t 
also finds express10n in our mistaken 
notions. This is inevitable because the 
creative method is one of gradual un- 
foldment, and the early stages of that 
unfoldment are bound to be imperfect. 
Hence it 1s written in Genesis X1, T: 
**Come, let us go down, and there con- 
found their language, that they may 
not understand one another's epeech.”” 

He who can read between the lines 
may discover much from this story of 
the Tower of Babel. Observe that one 
of the reasons for the undertaking was 
lack of knowledge of the Name. **Let 
us build us a tower, and then let us 
make us a name.” Notice, too, that the 
whole edifice was based upon substitu- 
tion of mferior materials for those 
which ought to be uſed in building. 
'**And they had brick for stone, and 
shme had they for mortar.”* Whenever 
man relies upon his little inventions 
and make-shifts, whenever he 1gnores 
the sohd rock of basice truth, written 
throughout nature for all to read who 
have eyes to s$ee, his efforts are fore- 
doomed to ultimate disaster and con- 
fuslon. But even by these failures he 
learns. They are part of the process of 
unfoldment, and the mistaken efforts of 
mankind are just as truly manifesta- 
tions of Life-Power as the greatest hu- 
man SUCCeSSES. 


Thais fact is one of the mysteries con- 
fronting all students of the hidden laws 
ot hte. All things are manifestations 
of a 8ingle Power, and the highest hu- 
man express1on of that Power is love. 
Yet a lower manifestation of love is 
Just what creates the illasion of a Di- 
vine Personality. Man feels instine- 
tively that he is the expression of a 
power far greater than his personality. 
Upon that Power he feels dependent. 
To it, and rightly, he attributes a might 
and wisdom far transcending anything 
expressed in human hfe. He loves the 
Source of his existence, but he falls 


into the error of thinking God is ont- 
s1de the universe and apart from man. 


Thus love 1s perverted to serve the ends 


of snperstition. 

In yet another form love leads us 
astray. Our love of precedent and cus- 
tom ; our love for the 1deals and forms 
honored hy our parents; and, most of 
all, our petty love of the opinions of 
other people, hang a ve1l of error between 
us and the light of truth. But even this 
1s a stage of the great unfoldment of the 
One Spirit. Sooner or later it shall pass 
away. 

A child plays with her doll, and her 
imagination makes 1t live. Childish hu- 
manity loves its man-made gods, and 
while the glamour lasts believes they 
are alive. Dolls and gods have their 
appointed place in the universal order, 
but when a grown woman plays with 
dolls we send for an allenist and hu- 
manity has now grown old enough to 
put aside 1ts 1dols. One all-pervading 
Spirit of Life is the Creator, Preserver, 
and Transformer of all things; and that 
Life-Power is within us all. We have 
no need to worship a far-off divine per- 
s8onality. Our God 1s here, and the 
only worship worthy of the name is the 
worship of right action, which shall 
make each man and woman a free chan- 
nel for the hmitless possIbilities of In- 
finite Life, the One, I AM. 


Chemical Make-up of Man

A healthy man contains 54 ounces of 
phosphorus. This deadly poison would 
make 800,000 matches, or enough poison 
to kill 500 persons. This, with 20 pounds 
of hme, makes the stiff bones and 
brains. 
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The Coming Method of 
Teaching

Part I —Introduction 

Methods of instruction have changed 
from age to age; from generation to 
generation, as mankind became more en- 
I1g8htened, and civilization and accum- 
ulated records of observation brought 
greater knowledge. It has always been 
neces8ary to pass on from one genera- 
tion to the next the knowledge and ex- 
perience acumulated and the problem 
of how to do 1t best has confronted man- 
kind from the beginning. Various 
theories have been worked upon. The 
earhest was probably that of inspiring 
rear. 

From the earliest times, organized 
teaching as a profession was in the 
hands of the priesthood. This class of 
men, being the most intellectual of. the 
community, dealing in problems of an 
intellectual nature, and being tree to 
a large extent from the drain of heavy 
manual labor, were naturally the ones 
best fitted to undertake the task of 
traming the young, besides having a 
selfish interest in directing the thought 
of the new generation min the way they 
thought proper, just as the authorities 
do nowadays. Their pupils were doubt- 
less refractory and the subject-matter 
taught was often very uninteresting, 80 
much brutahty was resorted to. Fear 
of the teacher's displeasure and con- 
Sequent punishment was the motive 
that was universally used to prompt the 
children to apply themselves' to their 
le880Ns. 

Later on, 1t was discovered that de- 
sIre furnishes a strong and effective mo- 


tive to make children more attentive. 


Give the child a motive to make him 
desire to learn, it was said, and he will 
learn more quickly. $So a system of 
rewards for high marks was instituted, 
one whieh 1s still used; and pupils were 
made to compete with each other for 
rewards. The children desired the high 
marks in order to gain the rewards for 
themselves, and they were taught to 
desire to excel their fellows in their 
studies and thus be superior to them. 
So pride and the competitive instinet 
were aroused to activity and used as 
spurs to make the child desire to learn, 


but the time 1s coming when pride and 


4 desire to be better than one's fellows 
4re considered marks of the less evolv- 
ed and are qualities that must be sup- 


pressed for the betterment of mankind. 


The $oclal conscience must be devel- 
oped. 

In the competition for high marks, 
however, the children who are mentally 
inferior to the average, who are 8ub- 
normal, guffer a great deal. These chil- 
dren cannot be spurred by fear, for they 
become less able to learn when terrified ; 
they are unable to compete with the 
normal child and jealousy, envy and 
despair are instilled into their hearts, 
or they take to fraud to make up the 
deficiency, with the result- that the 
unfortunate child becomes more untor- 
tunate, degenerates and im years to 
come becomes a criminal or parasite of 
S0ciety, and thus avenges 1tself tor the 
crime committed against it. It 1s one 
of the ways whereby the Law ot Com- 
pensation manifests 1tselt. 

The ancient order of education ended 
and a new began when our educational 
authorities provided special schools 
where sub-normal children could be 
taken care of and taught along the. lines 
best suwited to them. Handwork and 
manual training are given alter the 
«hild has been tested along psyecho-an- 
alytical lines. In many cases, this 
method of education has saved not the 
one child, but whole families as well, 
for in later years the same. child might 
become the $8ole s8upporter of many 
Younger ones, when one of the parents 
had to leave the earth life. In addition, 
the employment of dentists and doctors 
has greatly improved the physical and 
mental welfare of the school child. 
Psyehology 1s at present the basis of 
teaching. The question now arises: Is 
this second order of teaching the high- 
est manifestation of the educational 
8ystem ? 

Since the theory of the subconseious 
mind has been discovered and the prin- 
ciples based on its application have 
been worked out, we have accomplished 
more within a few years of experiment- 
ing than in the five hundred years pre- 
viously. It plainly proves that the art 
of teaching, as formerly based on phys- 
ical and purely mental improvement 1s 
deficient in the very s0urce of power and 
that a higher order of development 1s 
possible and necessary. The materia]-

istic tendencies are gradually disappear- 
ing and making place for a higher order 
of training the young. Recent discov- 
eries 1n mental growth by the apphea- 
tion of a higher means of unfoldment 
than either physical or mental lead us 
to believe that we stand at the thres- 
hold of a system of teaching that will 
revolutionize the entire present scheme 
of education, a system that will enable 
the honest educator to help the mentally 
Slow children to participate in the bless- 
ings shared by the normal ones and en- 
able the more'intellectual children to de- 
velop in a most marvellqns manner. 

The proper appheation of Psychic 
Laws governing the Ttaculties ol the 
mind, which works through the brain, 
and a better understanding of the work- 
ing principles of SPIRIT will solve one 
of the greatest, if not THE greatest 
problem of mankind. The right method 
of education 1s to come directly into 
contact with the Source of Intelligence, 
instead of dealing with the mere instru- 
ment through which it manifests. What 
we really have done until recent days 
is to improve mental growth on the 
same principle that primitive doetors 
healed, that 1s, by stopping a cough by 
Stopping the mouth, or deadening or 
depriving the affected organs of their 
Sens1tiveness, or by removing them en- 
tirely, instead of seeking out the souree 
of the evil and readjusting the deranged 
channel of the spirit's express1on. Chil- 
dren's minds were stuffed with know- 
ledge but not unfolded and allowed 
free play of the faculties; they were 
deadened with false and useless teach- 
ings that clogged them; they were de- 
prived of the truth that would have 
made their minds glorious. 

The 8tudy of Psychic Science will 
help im discovering many still hidden 
mysteries and will solve them through 
the apphcation of Psychice Power. Psy- 
chic Power mn the control of the clear- 
seeing educator will banish most of the 
defects of the present day teaching sys- 
tems and will show where the trouble 
lies. Psychic Science will teach us to

The Reasons Why You Don't 


(Point Seven) 


1. Previously, in this series, we have observed that 
man lives entirely in the reception and expression of 
Ideas or Ideation. 


2, It could not be otherwise, since the 8ame truth 
applies to every phase of this Creation. Your con- 
SCLOUSNESS can conceive of nothing which is other than 
the expression or 8ymbol of an Idea. 


3. In your daily life, the Ideas which you receive not 
only will determine your **knowledge,”” but will also 
establish your emotional phases and your tendencies 
in your reactions to everyday life. 


4. And from the actions, interactions and conflicts 
of the Ideas accumulated within you, will you find 


peace, plenty and harmony, or d1isease, poverty and tur- 
mol. 


9. The fruits of your life on Earth may be measured 
absolutely by the Ideation to which you have given 
express10n. While we must receive Ideation before we 
can express 1t, nevertheless, the results of your life will 
be determined by the Ideation which you have ex- 
pressed. 

6. If you till the 801] and bring forth grain, if you 
invent or build a toy, if you aid the s1ck to become well, 
if you teach a child, if you 8peak in terms of love or 
hatred, if you pet a dog, you are giving expression to 
Ideation. 

7. An Idea 1s the greatest and highest gift that you 
can receive. It is true that many of the Ideas flitting 
through consciousness are of httle value, or even harm- 
ful—yet—you cannot think of any great or beneficent 
aid from man to his fellows, or of any real human 
achievement, which did not originally come from an 
Idea in some human consciousness. 

8. And yet, persons will 1gnore the precious gems of 
Ideation available to them every day, and then bewail 
the fact that their lives have been fruitless. 


9. If you dexsire 1t you have access to the deepest 
planes of knowledge, and to the highest forms of spe- 
clalized Ideation along any hne. But, can you honestly 
think of any good reason why you $should receive deeper 
and more valuable gems of Ideation when you do not 
express them or pass them on. 

10. The way to receive advancing Ideation 1s to ex- 
press what you do have. You can express any Idea, 
either by action, by speech, or by placing it in writing. 

11. Neither the brain of man, nor his desire per- 
gonality can Create an Idea. You receive 1t as a gift. 
You receive it, originally, either through the outer 
genses, the inner senses, or it 1s *f dropped”? into your 
temporal consciousness by your Supreme Self, your 
teacher, whose little child you are. 


f 


12. Let us imagine a fountain of marvelous wonder, 
from which pour forth the precious gems of life, avail- 
able to whomsoever will use them. And among the 
Jewels are mediocre ones, but also rare and exceedingly 
valuable bits, for which one would give a hfetime of 
endeavor. But imagine that the gems only heaped and 
piled and accumulated over the fountain until even the 


most precious could not be distinguished from the mass. 


Then picture this rare fountain as choked and closed 
because of the accumulation about it. 

Man searches widely for the wonders of the Earth, 
and is blind to that fountain of unbelievable beauty and 
marvel. The Fountain of creative and constructive 
Ideation within each human consciousness. Keep it 
cleared away, use its gifts, and care for it with loving 
tenderness. It 1s your highest 8ource of aid and gnid- 
ance. 


In Connection with Your Teaching 


Increased understanding of life should, first of all, 
teach you the things which you $should not do, among 
which are: ; 

a. You should not entertain the delusion, because you 
**know?”* more than your pupil, that you are supertor 
to him. Your ignorant pupil might easily pass you mm 
two years? time. 

b. You should not consider yourselt as one of the

Teach the Law. 


e. You $should avoid telling a pupil what specife de- 
c1S10NS or actions to take in his own hfe problems. Ex- 
plain all s1des of the matter as you see 1t, and force the 
pupil to make his own decis1ons. 

f. You should never seek appreciation from your 
pupil. 

g. You $8hould never allow your pupil to become 80 
intensely attached to you that he would suffer without 
you. 


h. You should never hft the temporal burdens of life 
from your pupll, unless he be in a helpless stage. Make 
him stand on his own feet in everything. He will there- 
by develop the strength to help himselFt. 

i. You $8hould never attempt to force your code of 
right and wrong upon your pupul. Teach the Laws of 
Life. | 

j. You should never expect full repayment from your 
pupil for your efforts. He will s8erve another and an- 
other will repay you. 
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k. You 8hould never ridicule any school of thought. 

And in your teaching, you should endeavor to— 

a. Teach the Laws in daily hfe as you have oppor- 
tunity. 

b. To do what you can to bring understanding to the 
race. 

ec. To meet each need according to your immediate 
* understanding and feel assured that your immediate 
consclousness wlll gerve the part that it should, or the 
81tnation would not be presented to you for participa- 
tion. 

Reasons Why You Don't 
Point Eight 
1. In your early life and since, you have received in- 
struction in the things which you should do and which 
you $hould not do. You have been taught that certain 
types'of actions and desires are ** good?” and that others 
are evil.” Just what particular teachings you re- 
ceived depended upon your environment. But you were 
taught to distinguish between fright”? and wrong.” 

2. You have been able to distinguish within yourself, 
two exactly ' opposed forces or lines of 1mpulse. You 
have felt urges toward **right?” actions and opposing 
impulses which you had been taught to class as 
**wrong.?” 

3. Thus, in connection with what might be termed the 
Spiritual phase of your life, you have felt the up and 
down pulls in direct conflict with each other. Now turn 
from your $piritual life to the cons1deration of your 
daily objective activities. 

4. In all races, there have been, in connection with 
the objective daily trials of life, two directly opposed 
basle urges— 

a. To go forth, to meet the world, to labor in 1t, 
to make one's way, to act and impress the 
other world. 

hb. Or, the opposed impulse, to regress, to sÞ 
back into quiet peace, to turn tf others for 
gupport and shelter. 


5. In primitive times the unit individual was com- 
pelled to meet the world, to earn his own way, to fight 
for self-preservation if need be—he had none to whom 
to turn for aid and shelter. 

6. The regressive impulse in man 1s very powertul, 
and will take advantage of every inch that 1t can gain, 
and use every subterfuge to hold one back and down. 

7. The regressive pull will pull back, or hold down, 
where possible, to a purely infantile state, wherein one 
has exactly the same attitude toward the world that a 
child of three would have. 

8. A person in whom the regressive phase is domi- 
nant, fears to meet the problems of life, fears to stand 
alone, fears the **bogies”” in the dark, expects the 
world to provide for him as mother did, and pouts when 
the world does not fulfill his desires. He leans upon 
organizations, upon anything which will provide shelter 
and protection. If slightly in ill-health he will vse tt as 
a means of 8ecuring shelter from others. 


9. With the advance of civilization comes organiza- 
tion. The primitive one, who stood alone before his 
cave, has gone. 'The civilized man has thousands of 
others to lean upon, he turns to collective bargaining 
to gain from the 8trength of others what he has lost 
through his own regression. 


10. Until the mass at length becomes a race of 
**leaners”” and the structure becomes like unto a house 
of cards. Then when the presses of adversity tighten 
down the racial psyche can only collapse. And thus we 
8ee the rise and fall of mighty nations. 


11. A very large portion of human conflicts and mal- 
adjustments have their basic root in this racial regres- 
810n from the realities of life. 


12. But note— 


It 1s posstble to uncover and expose to conscious- 
ness the exact detail of the psychic mechanisms whereby 
the regressive trend in the unconscious deludes and 
dominates the conscious life. And understand—that 
as these subtle mechanisms are brought up one by one 
and clearly understood in consciousness—it 18 then no 
longer posstble for the regressive trend to use them, 
and by degrees 1t can only dissolve into inert helpless- 


ness. 
The Lull That Follows the Storm 


In her beautiful text, *© Light on the Path,”* Mabel 
Collins has touched upon a point which 1s very rarely 
appreciated as to its value in teaching others to find 
their own way. It is as8oclated with a less8on which 
18 of immeasurable benefit. 


In all of the various teachings of philogophy, which 
are daily becoming more broadeast, you will find that 
they give forth their lore to instruct the pupil 80 that 
he may find written guidance to aid him upon the way 
as far as he may seek to travel. 


When the pupil has once begun his endless penetra- 
tion of the veils, he will at first be motivated by the 
common urge for knowledge, whereby he may find— 


a. Freedom from poverty and mental, emotional or 
phys1ical pain. 

b. Ability to teach and serve and aid the ein. 

ec. The answer to the Riddle of the Sphinx. 

He is motivated by desire which might indeed be 
called selfish, but it is © human,”” and throughout the 
way 1t will be found that it 1s **self-interest,'* which 
gladly 8eeks that which by degrees dissolves self- 
interest. 

And it is necessary that one be thus motivated, mn 
the beginning, by desires for tangible results measured 
by worldly standards. Then, with the knowledge he 
acquires, he must begin to teach and heal as the way 
opens up. Perhaps he may go no further. 'This, too, 
is well, for there must be teachers on all planes, and 
for all grades and stages. 

His further unfoldment, if continued, will begin to 
be along lines metaphysical, together with further un- 
derstanding of his previous studies psychological. You 


$ 
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will find that all pupils travel exactly the same general 
path, regardless of the diversity of teachings and stud- 
 1es. And further, you will know that no pupil ever 
enters the studies of metaphys1ical teachings without, in 
Some manner, first having placed before him and be- 
ing compelled to read, in 8ome terminology, this blazing 
812nboard : 
STOP—LOOK—LISTEN 
** Before you the way leads to greater prac- 
tical understanding of human life and its ills, 
and the 8olvents for its pains. The way 1s 
open for all. But heed—for every truth of 
merit you recelve you must first give up some- 
thing of self. That every secret you steal, 
without giving up of self, shall cause you pam 
until you do give up of self. That you will 
find pain, followed by recompense, and be- 
yond—* Peace”. And above all, heed—You can 
never turn back. If you enter this path you 
must follow 1t, or go down in pain, disgrace or 
death in the body. Great blessing hes beyond 
many. pains. Choose your way.” 

Every pupll reads this s1gnboard somewhere. 
most of them laugh at 1t. 

The real practical s1de of a metaphysical conscious- 
ness first manifests in the understanding of cause and 
effect in daily hfe. By this you can quickly recognize 
the basic causes of pain attracted from any quarter, 
and having found the cause, the cure 1s s1mple. 

In every phase of your life, as 800n as you clearly 
recognize what it is within yourself, which attracts an 
unpleasant s1tuation, that unpleasant 8ituation 1s about 
to drop away from you. That same truth apples either 
from the standpoint of psychoanalysis or of metaphys- 
ics, with a million miles between the two viewpoints. 

Teach your pupils to always seek the lesson in the 
quiet that follows the storm. After each new lesso0n, 
whether it has come in physical or emotional pain, when 
the tempest has subsided a bit, let the pupil learn to 
ask himself —* What was it within myself, or of my 
actions, which drew that pain upon me?”” And in the 
$1lence the pupil will come to learn his lesson, and there- 
by 8ave himself the pain of many needless repetitions. 


Reasons Why You Don't 
Point Nine 

1. Let us first picture the regress1ve trend, 1m imag- 
ination, as though it were a distinet personality within 
you, very powerful, very determined, and very subtle. 

2. And realize that it desires, above all, to hold you 
back, to pull you back from true effort and action. It 
desires to have you make no progress or change, unless 
the change shall draw yon backward to the state of 
infancy. It actually is opposed to progress in any 
form. 

3. In your daily life, however, you also recognize 
within yourself another urge—the urge for action and 
exPres8ion, to meet and deal with the world, and to 


'Fhe 


- fill your place in life. 


4. These Ideas within you, which seek expression and 
action through contact with your fellows, are likewise 
more or less powerful. They are constantly endowed 
with energies which dam up and force the need for ex- 
Pres$10N. 

5. The fact has been previously illustrated in this 
8eries, however, that any Idea in the Subconscious may 
be expressed either by action, verbal expression or 
writing 1t out. It is an absolute fact that giving vent 
to any Idea through verbal expression or writing will 
release and express the driving emotions and energies 
attached to the Idea as thoroughly as direct expression 
of the Idea. 

6. The ffconfes8lonal”” is based entirely upon an 
understanding of this psychological truth. During the 
contesslonal the repressed emotions and energies at- 
tached to Ideas of anxiety, regret, shame, etce., are 
2ast forth and released through the verbal express1on. 
'Fhe Ideas thus freed from the attached emotions and 
energres le inert hke the memory of an old pair of 
Shoes. It wonld not matter to whom the confess1on 
were made, 1t 18 81mply a psychological change which 1s 
induced in the depths of the Subeonscious. In psycho- 
analytic terminology this defimite 'process 1s called 
**cathars1s,”” meaning—**throwing off.” 

7. And of course you know that any truth which may 
apply to the dark or unpleasant elements of hfe, must 
apply equally to the constructive forces of hfe. This 
leads to the erystallhzation of an mportant fanda- 
mental— 

S. Any idea, Wish, or Memory of an Experience, 
either Conscious or Subconscious, either pleasant or 
unpleasant, may have emotions or. unexpressed ener- 
9168 as80clated with, or attached to 1t. And, i every 
case, the unexpressed energies may be given full vent 
and release, either through direct express1on in action, 
through verbal expression, or by placing the Idea .m 
writing. * 

9. Let us now unagine that the urge for action and 
for growth im objective hfe becomes intense—great 
energies become accumulated—you are on the verge 
of really doing something. 

10. But the wily regressive self in the depths 
awakes—** Here, he 1s about to take action, I must 
pull him back into the easy road.”” But 1t is too 
shrewd to struggle with you, it just outwits you and 
guides you $0 that perhaps that evening you may meet 
a friend. 

11. In your conversation with your friend you 
become very earnest in telling him of your plans. And 
most forcibly you tell him—fI'm going to do es 
Perhaps you even pound the table to show him how 
very much it is you are **going to do 77 Fon tel 
him all about it, and release all of the driving ener- 
gies through the verbal express1on. 

12. Then the regress1ve self in the depths chuckles 
merrily. How very easy it was. You have liberated 
the driving energies, your Ideas seeking attainment 
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have no force and he inert. You consctously rest at 
peace, for have you not just heard the story of all that 
you *fare going to do—?”” And you really think you 
are **going to,”” but you have scattered and thrown 
away the driving force. The regress1ve self can sleep 
in peace for another day, secure in the knowledge that 
you will drift along the **easy-road.”” 


The Virtue of Stlence 

It 8eems to be the common experience, that the 
further one travels in inner unfoldment, the less ver- 
bose he becomes. 

In early days, when one. grasps a new truth, or a 
great vision of endeavor, he forthwith must rush forth 
and proclaim 1t in verbal express1on to each and every 
assoclate whom he meets. He gives forth panaceas 
for all human ills, and he paints glowing pictures of 
his future achievements. And then, by and by, he 
learns to be a bit less express1ve, and a-trifle more ret1- 
cent 1n 8peech. 

Perhaps, anon, you might remind your pupils of the 
merits of well-chosen s1ilence. 

For 1s it not true, however great our knowledge, 
that there 1s yet more to learn? And if, mdeed, our 
new truths are found helpful, then will those who need 
them be brought to them. Often too, we might express 
a deeper metaphysical truth to a follower of an exoteric 
school and it could not be understood. Then we would 
be cons1dered as rather extretnne, to say the least. 


To condemn or sﬆneer with fervor, indicates an * 


exalted sense of personal egotism and conceit, and then 
too, any analyst knows that the only things which we 
vigorously condemn are the very things which make 
up the dominant part of our Unconscious personality. 
So when you condemn loudly, just recall that any 
analyst in the crowd 1s reading your .own Unconscious 
tendencies which you are condemning. 'The Uncon- 
$c10US motive 18— 

That if one can stand on the housetop and noisty 
condemn the neighbors” household, others will not 
dream that he has any struggles in the dark corners 
of his own cellar. This is the Unconscious motive but 
it is no longer of value—too many persons under- 
Stand 1t. 

When one has a goal of achievement ahead, he will 
then find even greater benefit in silence. For, as has 
been explained elsewhere, verbal express1on of *fI'm 
Yoing to—?? only releases and scatters the energies 
which should go toward work and endeavor. Then 
too, it must be recognized that there are those who, 
even unconsciously, might have a shade of antagonism 
toward your plans, or even resentment at your Pprog- 
ress, if they knew your purpose or objective. And by 
maintaining proper counsel the possthiity of nega- 
tive vibrations, from others, regarding your work, 18 
thus obviated. These negative vibrations might easily 
come from close ass80ciates, for the greatest error your 
daily ass8ociates make is in judging your future capac- 
ity by your present status. 


Then too, there might be merit in this thought. If 
you make an endeavor which your ass0ciates all under- 
Stand, and perchance fail, it is a trifle harder for you 
to make a new endeavor than if they did not know all 
of the details. 

If you cherish your visions of the future, you con- 
Serve your energies for accomplishment, you remove 
the possibility of negative vibrations from others, and 
SInce no one knows what you are working for, you do 
not have to overcome their convictions that—*It can't 
be done. ”? 

Further, from another angle. When you have a 
purpose 1n life, you are constantly © vigualizing.” In 
doing this you are $8pinning a picture upon the snbjec- 
tive planes, within and without. Externality will 
refJect this subjective picture. And until you have it 
well tormed and developed, any verbal discussion of it 
with others tends to scatter and dissolve the 8abjec- 
tive results of your visualization. Only release your 
picture to those whom you know will immediately join 
with you for 1t, with a whole heart. 

There are times for express1on and times for s1lence, 
and each must truly learn them for himself. 


Reasons Why You Don't 


Point Ten 

1. Until one comes to an understanding of some of 
the mechanisms of the Subconscious, or ** Unconsci- 
ous,”” he naturally takes every Consctous thought at 
full face value as genuine, sound, logical and without 
guide. 

2. When one has an 1dea or conviction concerning 
anything, he naturally thinks that he has formed that 
conviction through sound judgment and reason. 

3. And, at first 1t is very hard to see * how?” a logt- 
cal, consclous thought could be motivated by some- 
thing of an entirely different nature, from the depths, 
beneath the plane of consciousness. By degrees, we 
Shall take up difterent phases of this through the num- 
bers to follow. | 

4. 'Phe baxic principles are— 

a. That any Wish, Idea or Complex mn the depths 
of the Unconsc!tons may motivate Cconsctous 
thought. 

b. That this cons@tous thought 80 induced 1s to 
Serve the ends or purposes of the Unconscious 
dextres. 

ec. That the conscious thought may be 80 veiled or 
disguised as to have absolntely no apparent 
relation to the Unconscious motivating desires, 
and therefore, one would not see what the true 
motives might be. 

5. The regress1ve self, which secks to draw back into 
peaceful maction, and which seeks to hold you back 
from your greatest progress, has no regard for your 
**best good?? as you might consciously see it. It only 
geeks to make you take the **easy road.”” 

6. Now, to resume our study, let us imagine that the 
energies of your desires for progress have become 
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Strengthened again, you are overwhelmed with a great 
desire for express1on and action. Again, you are on 
the verge of really doing something. 

{. And again, the regressive self is on the job, ready 
to subtly head you off. 

S. Perhaps you are thinking of entering upon a new 
venture, either 1n your teaching or in a business wavy. 
The wily regressive s8elf projects before your con- 
SClouSNess various Perfectly sound reasons why you 
Should not do 1t. ** Conditions are not right. You 
have not capital enough, etc.” 

9. Perhaps you are about to *fcombat?”” some per- 
SON IN an endeavor to sell them. Before your con- 
SCLOUSNESS appear perfectly plausible reasons why that 
person would not want to buy what you have. The 
regress1ve self has projected these *freasons why you 
can't?” before you, s1mply to turn you back and to shut 
oft your endeavor. 

10. Perhaps you have been mm the habit of blaming 
other persons, or **conditions”” because your status 
In life 1s not what you might wish it were. This 1s the 
most common way of staying in the **feasy-road.? 

11. Or, perhaps extremely painful s1tuations .come 
in hte, and one can place the blame upon others. Nat- 
urally, if one can hlame others for his misfortune, he 
need feel no discredit to self. The regressive self 
would prefer that you blame others, because when you 
really begin to look within for the cause of your trials 
in life, you are on the road to pybgress. 

12. Henceforth, when you are about to take some 
action toward express1on and progress, and you find 
the *freasons why you can't?” creeping up before you 
—$top and analyze them. Are they really s8ound rea- 
80ONs, Or 18 the regress1ve self s1mply projecting them 
before you to make you drift along for another day 
or month? It 1s true that one must proceed with com- 
mon $ense and judgment, but more often than not, the 
**reasons why you can't”* do not come from judgment 
but from the subtle regress1ve self, which thereby holds 
vou back from progress. 


Definitions 

A brief resume of terms commonly used in psycho- 
logical teachings, with brief sketches concerning their 
usnal meaning and appheation. 

Inspirational and Constructive Psychology usually 
teaches of — 

a. The © Objective?” or © Conscious?? Mind. 

b. The © Subjective?” Mind 1s sometimes spoken of. 

c. The © Snbeonscious?”? Mind. 

The ©*Ohbjective?? or © Conscious?? Mind 1s portrayed 
as that **thinking'”* mind of which you are conscious 
during all waking hours. Tt 1s that phase of mind, 
where you think you think. It 1s the vibrator, where 
Ideas are presented to your awareness. 

The term, **SnbjJective?” Mind, 1s used with various 
meanings, and the express1on 1s often used where an- 
other term would be much less confusing. When the 
word **Subjective”” is used in this Series, 1t will be in 
a general way and will refer to any state in the border- 


land, between objectivity and complete subconscious- 
ness, or between $8een and unseen planes of Creation. 
In other words, the term *©*Snbjective?” will here be 
used to indicate the half-way land between the con- 
SCLlous and the subconscious, or between concrete Crea- 
tion and ethereal Creation. 

The term ©**Snbconscious”” Mind 1s used to indicate 
the major portion of mind, utterly beyond and beneath 
the plane of consclousness. "The constructive or insPlr- 
ational psychologist teaches that the Subconscious 
Mind— 

a. Is made up of an accumulation of mental 1m- 
press10ns, which rule and govern the body and 
hfe. / 

hb. The Law of the Snbeonscious Mind 1s *©*Sug- 
gestion”” and by this Law the Snbconsctious 
Mind may be altered or rebuilded. 

ec. The Subconscious Mind has access to all knowl- 
edge, etc. 

Psychoanalys1s uses other terms— 

a. The ** Conscious. ”” 
h. The **Fore-Conscouns. ?? 
ec. The *f UnconscQous. ”? 

The © Conscious?? Mind 1s spoken of in the same way 

as outhned above.

And here 1s outlined the unrversal 
ultimate human road, which even the Christ came to 
portray. In this Series the terms Uneconscious and 
Subconscious will be used interchangeably, with the 
SAMe MeANINg.

Getting Results from the Sub- 
conscious Mind

The $snb-conscious mind, in which 
term 1s included both s8ub and super 
conscious mind, is the power house of 
humanity and to learn to control it 
means the satisfaction of every desire 
for good; much has been written about 
the workings of the sub-conscious mind 
but 1 venture to s8ay that very few stu- 
dents understand its workings in a 
Sutfticiently practical manner to enable 
Theories 


volved in daily business affairs with the 
world, and after all, very httle theory 
1s necessary in dealing with snech a sub- 
Ject as this, and the apphcation of the 
principles necessary to $8uecess are 
sSImple and easy to understand. To my 
mind the basie principles of New 
Thought, psychology, suggestion etc., 
are nothing more than learning to con- 
trol the s&ub-conscious mind. 

As a means of pre-natal culture the 
study will be found particularly beneft- 
cial and the few cases where I have 
known it tried, have produced results 
that are indeed remarkable. 

For any person, man: or woman, in 
whatever business they may be en- 
caged, the 8clence of control of the 
sUb-consclous mind will make their ad- 
vancement much more rapid and their 
ultimate $success will be much more 
certain than could otherwise be ob- 
tained. 

Perhaps the most remarkable and 
important faculty possessed by the 8ub- 
consclous mind 1s the fact that **rt 
works while you sleep”'* and thus the 
Seven or eight hours necessary to bodily 
health is made a means of producing 
results previously unobtainable by any 
means of study known at present. 

The principal desires and thoughts 
of our daily life are umpressed upon the 
81 þb-conscious mind and during the 
hours of sleep this inner mind 1s work- 
ing away and producing effects accord- 
ing to the instructions received or 1m- 
pressed upon it. About an hour pre- 
vious to retiring for the night 1s a good 
time to give your instruetions to the 
sub-conscious and if your instructions 
have taken proper root, you need have 
no fear; results will as surely come as 


the morning $un wlll rise. +(Just how to 
impress the sub-conscious and just how 
to £0 to sleep 1s therefore an interest- 
ing study that needs careful considera- 
tion, and in this connection let me ad- 
vise students to avoid late or heavy 
dinners for the simple reason that 
energy 1s drawn trom the brain in the 
attempts to digest the foods 1m the 
Stomach ; 1t you want the best results it 
is necessary to utilize all your energy 
tor the purpose in hand. 

It 1s a splendid idea, and one that 1s 
hound to produce results, to spend an 
hour previous to retiring for the night, 
In quiet meditation and concentration 
upon the problem in hfe that 1s of most 
interest to you and requires to be 
Solved; call upon the sub-consctous to 
help you and to present to your con- 
SClous mind a $0lution ; 1t 1t 1s necessary 
that the problem be solved by a certain 
time, 1impress that fact upon the $8ub- 
conscious and 'see the problem solved 
at the time required; then go to sleep 
with this 1dea firmly inpressed, and 
you will find your information at hand 
at the time required; do not attempt 
impossilble things and do not worry 
until the time appointed. 

Impress upon the sub-conscious the 
picture of snccess, or In the case of cur- 
ing bad habits, do not tell the s8ub-con- 
Sclous that you wish to be free from 
Such and such a habit; such a course 
would tend to make the habit worse: 
picture yourself as i perfect health, 
leave any thoughts of the habit or re- 
sults of the habit entirely out of your 
mind. 'The sub-conscious does not rea- 
S0N; 1t accepts your instructions and 
works accordingly, much the same as a 
s8nbject under hypnotic influence ac- 
cepts the most ridiculous suggestions 
and, beheving them to be true, proceeds 
accordinely. 

Whatever the 8ub-conscious mind 15 
impressed to do, will be done faithfully 
and truly, and in every line of human 
endeavor the knowledge of how to cor- 
rectly 1mpress the sub-conscious would 
prove of tremendous value. The sub- 
conscious mind goes to the very heart 
of things while our eonscious minds 
sImply touch the surface. All great 
men and women get their best efforts 
from the $ub-conscious whether they 
realize it or not. Take the case of the 
orator or preacher who has the faculty

of controlling and s8waying the minds 
of large audiences; his speech does not 
Seem to have real power until he has 
'*o0t warmed up to his subject,”” and 
it 1s then that he has practically lost 
control of himself and his inner or sub- 
consclous mind 1s in charge. The same 
fact 1s true of the mus1cian ; when he or 
She Torgets themselves $0 that thev are 
completely absorbed in their endeavors 
to interpret the 1deas of the composer ; 
it 1s then that the musician tails to no- 
tice the audience, and it 1s then that the 
audience are carried away to the 
heights of unspeakable Joy: Such 1s 
the power of the sub-consclous mind. 
The 8ub-conscous mind does what 1t 
Is 1npressed to do, and for this reason 
we $hould be careful to allow 
only good 1mpressions to enter; the im- 


press1ons must be in the form of an 1dea

'or a Picture, mere words have no mean- 


ing to the sub-consclous, and the idea or 
picture must be clear and distinet; do 
not, for instance, tell yourself that you 
wish to be freed from the tobacco 
habit; that will only make the habit 
worse: SEE YOURSELF FREE; it 1s 
what you have in your mind that the 
S$ub-consclous receives, and it has no 
power to tell whether your commands 
are positive or negative. When you are 
impressing the sub-conscious be sincere, 
feel that the idea you have in- mind 1s 
all you have to hve for; do not be too 
ambitious at first ; start with something 
poss1ible of attainment, and i a $hort 
time you will find yourself solving 
problems that previously you thought 
to be imposs1ble. | 

Do not get into the 1dea of thinking 
that the great men and women of the 
world are any better than you are; per- 
haps you cannot be a second Lincoln, 
but you are capable of accomplishing 
things that even Lincoln would envy. 
The Kingdom 1s within, learn to find it, 
and all things necessary to your happi- 
ness shall be given unto you.

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Thoughts on Physical Mediumship 


The physical phenomena which ushered in Modern 
Spiritualigm in 1848, and which constituted its chief 
torm of appeal during its first forty years, are showing 
8Igns of revival. True it 1s that it has modified its 
form 1m 80me measure: instead of materialization we 
have psychic photography, voices in indignation and 
approval, but we have no reason to doubt that mate- 
rlalzation will again come to the front ere the tide 
r1ses much higher. There are, of course, those super1or 
persons who judge all such phenomena as low and 
mean, but one can imagine the strength that would be 
g1ven Spiritualistic position by the recurrence of snch 
phenomena as that recorded in connection with snch 
mediums as D. D. Home, Florrie Cook, Miss Wood, 
Miss Fairlamb, the Davenports, Wm. Eglnton, Dr. 
Slade, Husk, Williams, Dr. Monek, Mdme. D”Esperance, 
Mrs. Everitt, Geo. Spriggs, or even John Taylor. 'The 
Standard by which phenomena are to be judged 1s that 
of its honesty and service to the world, and judged by 
this standard the above-named are entitled to be con- 
21dered our benefactors. 

Of course we $hall be told that some Tew of these 
were connected with very unsavoury exposures. We 
have no desire to shirk that 1880e. Rather would we 
draw attention to snch facts in order that valuable 
deductions might be drawn. The majority of unfor- 
tunate **exposures?” were connected with the profes- 
S10nal use of the powers Possessed by the medium, and 
this has cansed many wellintentioned folk to declaim 
professionalisem. The weakness, however, of protes- 
$10nal mediumship les in. the fact that he who thus 
becomes the servant of the general pnblic loses to a 
considerable extent all power of choice over his regu- 
lar abiding place, and the unknowing and often uncar- 
ing public have only one thought, that they are buying 
a definite article and expect to be supphed. 

Very few sitters take the trouble to cons1der anyone 
but themselves. They know little and care less con- 
cerning the effect of those variable psychological influ- 
ences which make or mar a successful seance. Þe the 
medium well or 111, at peace or worried by domestic 
and financial problems, be the sitters students or sensa- 
tionalists, critical or callous, he 1s expected to produce 
the phenomena which he 18 reported (often with much 
exaggeration) to have produced elsewhere, and ut 
results fail to come, such s1tters are not only aggrieved 
but often say ugly things. At a seance tor direct 
voice recently eleven sitters spoke with relatives who 
8atisfactorily proved their identity, five sitters 
obtained nothing which was personal to themselves, 
and of these latter three were decidedly u-tempered 
and accused the medium of unfair treatment, simce they 
had paid the s8ame fee as the rest. 
expected to take all comers, and the sitters vary with 
each snccessive seance. Any student of psychic phe- 
nomena will know that these are the very conditions 
which invite failure, and the medium who has to Tace 
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guch conditions should have a long period in the home 
circle in order to stabilize his medinmship before any 
attempt 18 made to cater for the general public. Ninety 
per cent of the disasters of the past were due to two 
factors: (a) the ignorance of the world concerning the 
laws of psychie phenomena, and (b) the lack of a 
capable conductor for the circle. 


Mediums of the best evidential class are few, but we 
are persnaded that they are far more numerous than 
efticient conductors of circles. It 1s not wise that the 
medium, espectally the entranced medinm, should be 
in the hands of anyone and everyone. He $shonld be 
free to enter the passive condition essential to snccess, 
and he can do this best where he has confidence in the 
conductor. "The duty of the conductor should be dual. 
First, the protection - of his medinm against unfair 
treatment, undue suspicion and excessive depletion; 
Secondly, the endeavor to assist proceedings as to 
evoke the maximum of evidence with the minimum 
expenditure of psychic force. He should endeavor to 
blend his s1tters in order to produce harmonious and 
fraternal relationships between them all. Conflicting 
psychic temperaments should be separated, comple- 
mentary temperaments should be contiguous. A little 
tact on the part of the conductor will avoid heated 
argument, and his snggestions to the spirit operators 
will often enable them to clarify obscure and uncertain 
points, or draw out that extra piece of information 
which makes all the difference between uncertainty 
and satisfaction. 

One thing clearly emerges from past experience, 1. e., 
that little 1s gained by 1s80lated sittings. No medinm 
can do full justice to his psychic powers in a Promiscu- 
ous gathering of cosmopolitan character. Since every 
S1tter brings with him his own psychological pecahar1- 
ties, the invisible operators must necessarily spend 
mach time in determining what 1s possthle and what 
advisable with the material at hand. We know now 
what few understood fifty years ago, that the sitters 
contribute as surely to the snccess of the seance as does 
the medinm. h 

The next best thing to a good medium 1s a good circle. 
It follows from the above considerations that constant 
s1tters over a series of regular seances are likely to 
obtain the best resnlts. The snccessful experiments of 
Crookes, Crawford and Geley were largely due to regu- 
larity of s1ttings in the same conditions, with practically 
the 8ame sitters, at fairly regular intervals. 

Young mediums $hould take particular note of this 
fact. It is far better to stick to the home circle for 
three or four years until medinmship 18 stabilized, than 
to rash out to satisfy the gaping crowd under cond1- 
tions which cause the psychic power to wither hke apple 
blossom before a frost. 

Tf the young medium has obtained phenomena in the 
darkened circle he has but begun his development. 
Every effort should be made to strengthen the medinm- 
Ship until it can withstand a measure of light. Other 
mediums have obtained it by patient persistence, and

where mediumship is strong in the medinm's consti- 
tution 1t can be done again. Our own experiments 
over a course of years showed us that an orange and 
a green glass, both placed before the hight (two glasses, 
one betore the other) gave good results, but there 1s a 
possihility that different mediums will react differently 
to color, and there 1s room for much research on the 
matter. 

The early mediums for phys1cal phenomena suffered 
from the ignorance which was characteristic of pioneer 
days. Such phenomena drew the world's attention. 
The mvestigation directed attention to the nature of 
medinmship, and the inquiry was met by the growth 
of mental medinmship and the analysis of the psychic 
factor which constituted a man a medium. With the 
results 'obtained from such analysis the student and 
regsearcher will be better able to deal with the recur- 
rence of the more physcal phenomena. Oh, yes! we 
can $ee the guiding hand of the invisible behind 1t all. 

One thing the past teaches us clearly, the medium 
must protect himself against the ignorance. of the 
8ensation-seecker, the venom of the violet opponent, 
the callous thoughtlessness of the mass of the general 
public, and the eynicism of the incredulous. Strong, 
healthy, well-developed mediumship practiced under 
healthy conditions, with not too frequent sittings, and 
used by well-tried spirit operators 1s the road to snc- 
cegs. Let it not be forgotten that, though the world 
holds many reverent and honest searchers, the mass 
of men are materialistic at heart, and will, without 
compunetion, drain a medium to the last dregs and 
then abandon him hke a sneked orange. The true 
Spiritualist will blend the critical search for truth with 
human consideration for the medium, and the two are 
not incompatible. —7he Two Worlds.

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Modern Witchcraft 
J. A. Jensen

Psychological science has made many 
discoveries during the last half century, 
vet it has merely touched the rim of the 
s1bject. The occult phenomena that are 
injurious and sinful, snch as witcheratt, 
black magic, and obsess1on, it has almost 
wholly ignored by beheving that their 
origin was due to ignorance and $uper- 
St1t1on. 


Hundreds of thousands of human 
beings—s0me historians say more than a 
million—were executed for witcheratt, 
which 1s nothing short of a world calam- 
ity. To beheve that witcheratt was 
wholly due to a superstitious belief 1s 
taking the most casual and unsatisrac- 
tory view of the subJect. Man's concep- 
tion and explanation of witchcraft were 
surely due to his 1enorance of the subject, 
but witcheraft itself had its origin in 
Some occult powers of the human mind 
and they admit of some reasonable ex- 
planation. 


The many obscure names and their 
meanings, Such as evil spell, demonism, 
necromaney, deviltry, obsesslon, etc., 
that are recorded in the history of the 
suUbJect may all be classed under the 
one name of witcheraft, because every- 
thing that is depraved in medimship 
was probably used by the witches. 

In the past it was believed that all 
witches were in league with the Devil and 
that they received their evil powers from 
him as the price of their sonls. Today 
witcheraft 1s believed to be' non-ex1stent 
by the great mass of the people, but the 
percentage of witches to the population 
at the present time 1s probably greater 
than it was during the witch prosecution 
period. 

Witches were merely sexual mediums 
who wafted their soul forces to sens1itives 
and cast a spell over them which they 
were powerless to prevent and of which 
they could not rid themselves. It is a 
mistake to beheve that medinumship al- 
ways means to commune with disem- 
bodied spirits and with heavenly things; 
mediumship 1s dependent on the sens1- 
tiveness of the faculties of the brain and 
of the nervous system and the strongest 
faculties determine the phase and char- 
acter of all normal mediumship. 

Medinmship of the past and of the 


present as well 1s mainly terrestial m its 
Sweep and character, because the general 
development of mankind but represents 
a green civilization. For that reason 
medwmmship 1s yet on a low plane, often 
but a vehicle for depraved passlon. For 
every celestial medium there are probably 
nine hundred and ninety-nine terrest1al 
mediums whose medimistic Powers are 
limited to the ether vibrations of this 
world. This rough and ready estimate 
is not based on the medium assoctated 
with Spiritualsm, but on all classes of 
mediums as they appear in soctety. 

Every faculty has its particular sympa- 
thies, which normally radiate outwardly 
to long distances from the individual, and 
leave its effect on the faculties of other 
people. Two individuals may vibrate to 
the same key, be in harmony with one 
another and yet both be insane. Every 
individual development will find its at- 
tunement in $0me other individual 
whether sane or insane. 


Magnetic attraction and repuls1on are 
based on a universal law operative 
throughout nature, both animate and in- 
animate. The normal attraction and re- 
puls1on between individuals canse but 
little discomfort, ordinarily, through 
promiseuous $0clal intercourse, because 
everybody will instinetively assoclate 
with those that are most congenmial to 
their own tastes and desires. But a nor- 
mally constituted individual, who 1s sen- 
Sitive to the personal influences about 
him, cannot assoclate promiscuously with 
people that are inverted or abnormal in 
their desires without suffering great dis- 
comfort, because he cannot protect him- 
8elf from the uncongenial nervauric 
magnetism. 


In sexual philosophy an invert de- 
notes an individual whose sex attraction 
has become inverted from its natural 
use. The cause of sexual inversion 1s 
not absolutely known, but attributed to 
various causes by the different writers 
on the 8nbject. Sexual inverts are d1- 
vided into two classes : Homosexuals who 
are attracted to their own sex and bisex- 
uals who have no preference for sex, but 
are attracted alike to both sexes. Both 
these classes of inverts uſually go by 
the name of the **third sex.?? 

Sex love 1s the strongest of all the loves 
implanted into the human race by the 
Creator, because on 1t depends the per- 
petuation of the race. And when 1t be- 


comes inverted it throws the whole char- 
acter out, of balance. The passion of an 
invert, when as80clated with a low cast 
of mind, 1s terrible to contemplate. - It 
g1ves him no rest, but follows him by day 
like an invisible demon and gives color 
to his dreams at, night. And there 1s no 
chmateric period in his sex life hke there 
1s in the lives of normally sexed people, 
80 long life lasts, his pass1on lasts. Not 
only 1s he _ an abject slave to his own 
inherited pass1on, but he 1s fated to 
cause no end of misery to. many sens1- 
tive people daily assoclated with him. 


In 1912 I began to take some syste- 
matic notice of sexual inverts among 
the people daily met mn $ocial and busl- 
ness intercourse. And the conelus1on ar- 
rived at, to my satisfaction, after ten 
years desultory observation 1s : That sex- 
ual invers1on 1s a soul disease of the hu- 
man race which is transmitted from par- 
ents to their offsprings ; that 1t hes in the 
germ plasm of certain families and has 
thus passed from one fleshy tabernacle 
to another, probably, simce the human 
race began; that those who are sexually 
inverted always marry together ; that be- 
tween thirty and forty per cent of the 
white race are tainted with it; and that 
Sexual inverts are all mediums and the 
cause of physical obsession and that they 
were responslble for the witcheraft of his- 
tory. 


There is nothing wild and visionary 1n 
these views; they are scientifie and 
demonstrable. One individual can over- 
come the magnetic resistance of another 
individual by an effort of the will. The 
facts of mesmerism demonstrate it. Pro- 
fesslonal mesmerists and writers on the 
Subject have put forward the theory that 
no individual can be mesmer1zed against 
his will and that 1s probably a true state- 
ment, but many people are $0 sensitive 
in temperament that they become a mere 
receptacle for the positive feelings and 
oP1n1ons of the people about them. Such 
Sens1tive people become easy victims to 
Sexual inverts with strong inherited pas- 
Slons from a long line of ancestors. And 
when the magnetic resistance of a sensI- 
tive 1s overcome and his nervous system 
saturated with the foreign and uncon- 
genial magnetism of a homosexual me- 
dinm, he 1s obsessed, bewitched, or a vie- 
tim of the black arts.” ” 


Sexual mediums can contact with sen- 
s1tive people that they have neither met 
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nor seen merely by coming mn nervauric 
contact with ther writings in books or 
In periodical hterature. They can and 
do vibrate their desires and feelings, not 
their words and phrases, to immense dis- 
tances. Why $should they not? The hu- 
man brain 1s a storage battery of electr1- 
cal and magnetic forces which through 
the will can be made to set up ether v1- 
brations, hke the transmitter of a wireless 
telegraph, which may have power to circle 
the globe. The brain or the nervous $ys- 
tem of the sensitive to whom the vibra- 
tions are directed acts as the recetrver, 
and as neither the dots nor the dashes of 
a waireless transmitter, nor the voice of 
the radio phone transmitter actually 
travel through space but are: merely 
mechanically reproduced in the recetver, 
80 likewise the soul force of one individ- 
ual does not actually travel through 
Space but tend to reproduce 1tself in the 
S0ul of the sensitive. 

To many these facts may be regarded 
as a reflection on the wisdom of the Crea- 
tor that the selfich and the degenerate 
Should be allowed to possess such fearful 
power, inflicting suffering on innocent 
mortals merely for their own gratifica- 
tion. But a comprehensive view of the 
subject reveals great wisdom. In the 
Spirit world, both Emanuel Swedenborg 
and A. J. Davis tell us, spirits watt or 
vibrate their personal influence when con- 
genial to one another; they also waft their 
influence to mortals to strengthen them 
during the hour of sorrow and tempta- 
tion. And when nearing death, with hope 
not to fear the dark abyss of phys1cal 
death. 

The psychological crime practiced by 
 8exual mediums 18 merely one crime out 
of the category of crimes daily perpe- 
trated in the world. Theft, rape, murder, 
fill the daily calendar of every pohce 
court, of the cities and many crimes are 
never detected at all, nor punished. In 
the 8pirit world, according to A. JJ. Davis, 
the laws of Jjustice and fraternal love are 
<trictly obeyed by every s8pirit or he can 
neither progress nor be happy. The same 
moral and s$piritual laws are operative 
among the people of earth; a great deal 
of the misery that we sutfer 1s because 
we neglect to obey the laws of life. And 
in these laws one may discern the great 
wisdom of the Creator. Mankind will 
continue to sutffer until it adopts the deca- 
log of the Harmonial Philosophy. 


To attribute the causes of physical 
obsess1on to evil spirits 1s really making 
a true diagnosis; evil or mixsdirected 
Spirits yet in the body are the cause and 
not disxembodied $spirits. A s$pirit yet in 
the flesh possesses all the attributes of 
a Spirit out of the flesh, althongh he can- 
not express them $80 fully. 

The days of witcheraft are not gone 
by. Two years ago a woman witch was 
Stabbed to death in Spain and last year a 
woman witch narrowly escaped being 
thrown into a river at Rome. In 18Ts8 
Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, the founder of 
Christian Science, brought a case of 
witcheratt before the court of Salem v1]- 
lage, alleging that Daniel Spofford had 
bewiteched Lucretia Brown, one of Mrs. 
Eddy 's students. The complaint alleged 
that Mr. Spofford was a mesmerist and by 
the art and power of his mind was exert- 
ing a mesmerile influence over the mind 
and body of. Miss Brown, causing her 
much annoyanee and suffering. The case 
was dismissed ; the Judge was of the opin- 
10n that the court had no jurisdiction over 
the mind of Mr. Spofford. 

Mrs. Eddy herself was a victim of 
modern witcheraft, she was of a neurotic 
temperament and extremely sensitive to 
the personal influences about her. For 
years $he complained of the anguish she 
felt in meeting people. She was con- 
stantly on the move to get away Irom the 
**malicious magnetism ** about her but it 
followed her everywhere and Seems to 
have been the one thing which made her 
life unhappy. 


There has been much criticism of Mrs. 
Rddy because she revived the old super- 
Stition of witcheraft in Salem village and 
because of her views of © malicious mag- 
netism, ”* a phrase which she coined. Mrs. 
Eddy's discrimination in the choice of 
words was not good, some of her 1deas on 
the subject of malicious magnetism are 
1mposs1ble, but there 1s no good reason 
to believe that her views of witcheraft 
and malicious magnetism were merely 
due to fear or fancy. 


It would be interesting to know how 
psychological crimes wlll be dealt with m 
the future when their origin becomes 
better known. Occastonally suech erimes 
get into the courts. **In a court in Ber- 
lin recently a step-uncle was accused of 
using hypnotism to persuade one s1ister 
13 years old to kill another s1ster, 16, and 
then kill herself—leaving to the step- 


uncle the property of both girls.” 

Sexnal medinms have played a strange 
role in history. They were the cause of 
obsess10n, the black arts, and much of 
which goes by the name of mysticism ; 
they suffered prosccution and execution 
during the witcheraft period but since 
that time they have been let alone. Now 
there 1s no law against their practices save 
the moral law and uncontrollable passion 
1s blind to morality. Their erimes are 
not only secret but the spirits from an- 
other world are held responsible tor them. 


A. MYSTERIOUS FIRE MEDIUM 

The following sensational item comes 
irom Budapest, Hungary, and was pub- 
Iished m the **San Bernardino Daily 
Sun. ”? 

Is .John Farkas, 14 years old, a ** devil 
boy,”” eifted with supernatural powers. 
or can the strange happenings that go 
on whenever he 1s near he explained 
by natural causes ? 

Hungary eannot decide—and the 
great mass of 1ts 1gnorant superstitious 
people incline to look upon John Far- 
kas as **superhuman. ? 

Mysterious fires which burn without 
flames and had destroyed several houses 
in Kecskemet, a nearby village, had 
been explamed by geologists who came 
from distant parts of Europe to investi- 
gate the mystery. They found natural 
gas deposits in the yard of the home of 
Peter Horvath which has nearly burned 
to the ground several times without hu- 
man agency to cause the fire. 

After geologists had thus disposed of 
the matter, however, it was discovered 
that the fires were 1gnited only- when 
John Farkas was about, and when he 
had a headache. Investigators who 
took the boy in hand on suspicion of be- 
ing an incendiary, took him to Peter 
Horvath's home, where he was sud- 


' denly $se1zed with a headache, ”” be- 


came suddenly weak, and had to sﬆit 
down. As he did s0, the curtains in the 
room burst into flame. Dishes jumped 
on the tables, and bottles on the bureau 
leaped to the ceiling and fell with a 
erash. On other occasions window 
panes erumbled as he passed, and onee 
as he approached a door 1t fell flat on 
the ground. 


Now investigators from the Society 
of Psychical Research are in Budapest 
working on the case. 
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*Your Psychic Powers and How to 
Develop Them” 


By Hereward Carrington, Ph. D. 


Broadly s8peaking, there are four important and 
fundamental methods of psychie development. These 
are (1) the mystical and religious; (2) the yogu or or1- 
ental method; (3) the occult, or occrdental, transcen- 
dental; and (4) the psychic or medinmistic. The first 
two of these resemble one another—to a certain extent 
—inasmuch as they both endeavor to bring about an 
ultimate merging of the Self with the Absolnte—the 
oriental system giving a complete and very complicated 
Series of exercises In order to accomplish this. They 
consist in certain bodily postures, breathing, *fman- 
tras?” or chants, concentration, meditation, the outpour- 
ing of the mind on the object held before it, and finally 
the unification, in Samadhi, when 8nbject and object— 
Seer and s8een—become one. Mysticism has a more d1s- 
tinctly religious tinge, inasmuch as 1it ass8umes this 
Absolnate to be God. Occult training 1s in many respects 
very different from both the foregoing. Occultism 18 a 
complete s&ystem of philosophy, science and theology — 
presenting a certain interpretation of the universe— 
magic (mvocational or ceremonial magic) being its 
practical or phenomenal form. The older occultists 
depended, for the production of their phenomena, upon 
the occult use of the will, and the powers of the **astral 
Iight,”” 80-called—the wmvisible ether, differing from the 
ether of the physIcists, in which we are bathed, and of 
which our **etheric body?” is composed. Modern occult- 
18m devotes itself largely to a study and mterpretation 
of phenomena ; and has a certain well-defined interpre- 
tation of all psychic phenomena. For example, no 
orthodox occultist would ever admit the claim of the 
**psychical researcher”” that **spirits'* return to us 
through 80-called medinms; they have other mterpre- 
tations of the facts—chiefly based upon the hidden and 
unknown powers of man. Again, they assert (with 
80me truth, I admit) that ordinary medinmship, as at 
present practised and cultivated, 1s harmful and dan- 
gerous; and that the medinm should not lose conscious- 
ness and control of himself in the way he does. He 
Should retain full possess1on of hiwnself when in the 
trance state. Proper methods of occult development 
will give this control. 


Phe psychic development with which we of the West 
are most familiar, however, depends upon the develop- 
ment of certain psychic or mediumistic powers which 
we possess; and as this is the most promising field for 
the average beginner, along these lines, and as we know 
more ot wnese phenomena than any others, from the 
Sclentife standpoint, I propose to deal, throughout the 
remainder of this paper, with psychic phenomena pure 
and s1mple—their proper cultivation and development 
—and leave out of consideration, for the time being, 
these other methods, which I have mentioned—perhaps 
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taking them up for consideration, later and in detail, 
in 8ome future paper devoted to the subject. 

Let us, therefore, turn to the practical question: 
How best to develop your psychic powers! 


How to Develop 

Every student of psychics who has experienced phe- 
nomena of one kind or another, and who 1s more or less 
medinmistic, desires to know how to develop his own 
powers and faculties so that the phenomena which come 
through him may be increased m power, in clearness 
and in excellence. This 1s quite posstble, since we are 
all more or less medinmistic or psychiec, and need only 
cultivate our powers 1n order to develop them, and bring 
them to maturity. Development will differ, according 
to the character of the phenomena you desire. 'Those 
who desire physical phenomena must develop in one 
way; those who desire to obtain automatic writing 
must develop 1m another; those who wish to become 
clairvoyant must develop in still another, and $0 on. 


Spontaneous Phenomena 

For the present, let ns give a few general hints to 
those who have experienced Spontaneous phenomena mn 
their waking state, or who have experienced remarkable 
dreams, which they feel s1gmity something—but qust 
what, they do not understand. 'Fhese spontaneous phe- 
nomena are the s1mplest types of mediumship, though 
as a matter of fact it 1s often an indication of psyehic 
power, having but little to do with true medinmnastic 
messages—that 1s, they are the result of remarkable 
powers within ourselves. All who obtain phenomena 
of this nature should make 1t a point, first of all, to 
maintain the physical health at the highest posstble 
Standard, 80 that the energies are not drained, and the 
body remains healthy and the mind clear in its judg- 
ment. It 1s essential, at this stage to reduce the amount 
of any stimulants which may be taken, to the lowest pos- 
S1ble quantity, and, if posstble, omit them altogether. 
PFhis applies not only to alcohol in all its forms, but 
algo to tea and coffee. These s8timulants excite the 
nerves and imagination, and often induce manifesta- 
tions which are not true psychic phenomena at all, but 
the results of a disordered nervous system. The sub- 
Ject should not eat too much meat. On the other hand, 
fruits of all kinds, particularly acid fruits, snch as the 
pear, peach, plum, orange and lemon, would be espe- 
cially suitable, since the juices of these fruits act upon 
the liver and tend to cleanse the blood. Of course, these 
precautions are only for those who are serious 1n their 
study, and who are determined to obtain the best poss1- 
ble phenomena. Plenty of exercise should be taken, 
plenty of water should be drunk, cool baths should be 
often indulged in, and deep breathing exercises will 
prove very beneficial. 

The mind should be exercised in all healthy channels. 
Do not **introspect?? or reflect too much on your own 
inner mental conditions. You must learn to live outs:ide 
your head, 80 to speak, in the outer world. Do not con- 
stantly wonder what is going on within your own brain. 
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If you do, you will surely lead yourself into difficulties 
later on. In short, you should lead a healthy, active life 
and, between those times when you experienced phe- 
nomena, you $hould think about them as applied to 
yourself as httle as possiþle. 


Conditions for Development 


It you desire to obtain certain manifestations, it is 
not advisable to sit for them or try and obtain them for 
longer than twenty (20) minutes to half an hour each 
day. At first five or ten minutes would suffice, and this 
time can gradually be lengthened as you receive. This 
1s espectally important; and the neglect of this rule is 
one of the great reasons for the dangers which mediums 
experience later on in their development. Suppose, for 
example, that someone appeared to you and gave you 
a certain advice as to your course of action. It would 
certainly be unwise for you to follow this advice in every 
as, without inquiring whether or not it would be just 
and sens1ble, and without using your own judgement 
when the advice was given. Even supposineg that the 
person who appeared to you was really. the spirit it 
claimed to be, there 1s always the posstbility that this 
8pirit may be mistaken, and the further posstbility that 
some malicious and lying spirit was coming to you, pre- 
tending to give advice, while in reality it was only lead- 
ing you astray. There 1s this further possthility that 
the figure you 8aw was not really a spirit at all, but 
merely the product of your own 8ubeconscious mnagina- 
tion. Often this 18 the case, and yet the figure has given 
true and sound advice! All that we are stating now 1s 
that the judgment of the individual who receives snch 
messages, or advice, must always be exercised upon the 
message received. If you do not cultivate this habit, 
you wlll find that messages often become more and more 
ins1stent, when they are not followed, and will some- 
times give untrue or lying information. They may 
even urge you to do certain things which are against 
your own welfare. All this can only be settled by the 


exercise of right judgment, and by asking the advice . 


of those who know how much to beheve in these mes- 
Sages. It 1s for this reason that the counsel and help 
of one who has had long training and experience m this 
guþbject 1s most desirable, during these early stages of 
meciumship. 


Symptoms of Oncommg Mediumshup 


For the first few evenings you will probably notice 
nothing much of interest, though very psychic persons 
begin to develop almost at onee. A pecuhar hghtness 
and buzzing 18s sometimes experienced in the head, to- 
gether with a sense of numbness in the hands and arms, 
and sometimes in the feet and legs. The respiration 
Seems to become slower, and $0 does the heart. Tiny 
lights and s8pots and light, or dark spots, appear in the 
air at a distance of one or two feet in front of the s8nb- 
Ject. A peculiar pressure 1s sometimes experienced on 
the top of the head or on the base of the brain, or in the 


S0lar plexus, **swishing”” sound, as of the sea, breaking 
upon the seashore may be heard and a sensation that 
Something 1ns1de of the head is going round and round 


in spirals. The head, the hands and sometimes the 
whole body break out into a profuse perspiration at this 
Point. 

CThese are the first 8ensations of oncoming medium- 
sh1p. Very often they are not pleasant for the first 
Lew weeks, but if this period be passed, the unpleasant 
Sensations will as a rule vanish, and the 8nbject will 
then develop true mediumship of one character or an- 
other. 


Farly Signs and Experiences 


At this phase of the development the s8ubject may 
feel cool breezes blowing upon his-hands and face from 
various directions—breezes which appear to be per- 
Fectly physlcal in character. He may also experience a 
pecuhar sticky 8ensation on his hands and face as 
though cobwebs were applied over the bare skin which 
is exposed. This cobwebby sensation 1s very common, 
and 1s not limited, as many think, to mediums who ob: 
tain materialization. 


Colors and Voices 


In the early stage of the development, medinmns very 
often see colors of various shades and hues in 8pace be- 
fore them. They are unable to tell whether or not these 
colors have any definite shape or outline or not; they 
Seem to Possess 80me irregular shape of their own, 
gomething like a large blot of ink. At this stage also 
many psychics see faces of friends and relatives, either 
living or dead, just as they are falling asleep or as they 
are awakening in the morning—more usually the tor- 
mer. They also s8ee many strange faces. These may 
be mere vague images or clearly outlined. Instead of 
the faces they may hear voices, speaking—and the first 
thing which these voices generally say 18 the name of 
the suþject himself. After this the voices may become 
more and more clear and intense, but such phenomena 
Should be permitted only at stated times, because 1t 
they are allowed to develop whenever they may be ex- 
perienced, trouble may result. Many odd and grotesque 
figures and 8hapes may present themselves to the 
mind's eye at this stage of development. These shapes 
may be highly colored or may be almost colorless, seem- 
ing to be made of the air 1tself, yet 80mehow separated 
from this in outline. Many of these images are 8ym- 
bolie, though as a rule a few of them are recognizable. 
More often they represent curious patterns and figures, 
gnch as roses, circles, outlines of patterns such as may 
be 8een on the wall paper and occaslonally weird and 
horrible images flash into the mind, to be gone again 
the next instant. 
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Unpleasant Experiences 


It these mamifestations develop an unpleasant char- 
acter at this time they should be checked instantly. The 
subject may do this in s8everal ways. First of all he 
Should build up his physical health. Second, he should 
See to 1t that he obtains plenty of sleep. Third, he 
Should exercise his brain as little as poss1hle on any- 
thing of this unpleasant character. Fourth, he should 
keep -busily occupied in material, practical things and 
leave himself no time to ponder and dwell npon these 
unpleasant occurrences. Fifth, he should avoid by all 
means day-dreaming and never allow the mind to he- 
come pass1ive or absent-minded. He shonld cultivate 


his objective attention and interest, in short, and focus 


his whole personality, as 1t were, between his eyes, 80 
as to have it under thorough control. If he does this, 
and refuses to $1t for development tor a short time, he 
w1ll find that these early unpleasant s&ymptoms (should 
they develop) will soon wear off; and this advice holds 
good at any stage of the development of medinmship. 


Clarrvoyance 


Most psychics, when they begin their development, 
86ee shapes and figures more frequently than they ex- 
\ Perience any other phenomena. 'They wonder why this 
should be. Why should nearly all of us see? (Now and 
then, 1t 1s true, we come across one who hears more 
easlly than sees, but he 1s the exception, not the rule.) 


Why and How We See””' mm Clarrvoyance 


Phe explanation of this fact 1s probably the follow- 
ing: We use our eyes more than we do any other one 
of our senses. We feel that our active consclousness 
18 more connected with s1ght than with anything else. 
The s1ght-centers in the brain are more used than any 
of the others, and this fact 1s proved by dreams, m 
which we 8ee figures but very s8eldom hear spoken 
words. Again our memory consists mostly of visual 
8&ymbols. If we think of a person we call up his image 
before us, this being' a **memory wmage.'?” Now, as 
these parts of the mind and brain are 80 active, it 18 
only an extens1on of this faculty of inducing memory- 
images, which enables us to see objects and figures mn 
clairvoyance. We only have to force this faculty of 
the mind a httle more than usual to carry it beyond 
the limitations of phys1cal sense; whereas, in the other 
Senses, much less used, we have to do a great deal more 
of this cultivating or forcing-process, in order to de- 
velop the corresponding $spiritual organs. Clairvoy- 
ance and s1milar faculties depend in many cases upon 
the partial hberation or freeing of the 8pirit from the 
body, and the stimulation of the eorresponding psychic 
8ense-organs into a higher degree of activity, and 80 
permitting their use. The following are a few exer- 
cises which will be found helpful to develop this faculty 
of clairvoyance. : 


Developing Ezerctses 


1. Seat yourself in a comfortable chair in a sem1- 
darkened room. Mentally construct (1. e., imagine) 
before you a tube, open at both ends. One end of this 
tube fits over your eyes, and the other end extends 1n- 
definitely outward into space. Imagine that this tube 
is hollow and that you can s8ee through 1t perfectly. 
Turn this tube 1n the direction of the house of a friend 
of yours; mentally go into a room and see 1f you can 
d18cover 1n 1t anyone present, and 1f 80, who he 1s and 
what he looks hke. Note what you see carefully. You 
will be able to verify the next day how far your vison 
18 correct. 

2. Construct the tube as before. At the other end 
of this tabe, which you must imagine about one hun- 
dred yards long, you must endeavor to see clairvoy- 
antly the face of a friend. Try to distinguish the fea- 
tures of this face, making them clearer and clearer. 
When you have done this, gradually pull it toward you 
by an effort of will, until it 1s only about two or three 
feet distant. It should then be pertectly clear and every 
teature distinguishable. When you have succeeded mn 
visualizing this .face 80 clearly that you see 1t as dis- 
tinctly as you would it that individual stood before you 
in hfe, your progress as a clairvoyant will have made 
great advances and you may then begin experiments 
in influencing this person at a distance, while seeing 
his face before you, as explained. Weill that he should 
do a certain thing, to think of you at a certain time or 
See your face float before him as he 1s busy with his 
daily occupations. If you practice this persistently, 
you will ultimately achieve snccess, being able to influ- 
ence persons without doubt. 


'** Polarization”” and How to Use It 


This ability to influence a distant person or object 
by means of your will, when directed toward it, has 
been termed a *polarization,”” because you polarize a 
path or channel through the astral atmosphere toward 
the desired point, and this channel facilitates psychic 
communication m both directions. A great deal de- 
pends, during these experuments, npon your ability to 
hold the object clearly in your mind's eye and to con- 
centrate upon it. If you do not do this, your efforts 
w1ll be lost, s1nce you will find there are a great many 
astral currents, playing to and fro, which tend to dis- 
integrate your own currents set up by you, and unless 
these are strong you will not sncceed in overcoming the 
astral **eross-currents.?” 

In conducting these experiments you must be s4re, 
espectally at first, always to keep your COnSCLOUSNCSS 
centered in your own body, and not to let it go outward 
into s8pace along with your thought; your will alone 
must travel outward; you must keep your consclousness 
within your own physical body. If you do not do this 
you wlll be apt to get into trouble. Your starting-point, 
your **focal center,”” as it is called, must always be 
maintained. 


YC. 
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In developing clairvoyance you should remember 
that faith and belief tend to open up your latent powers 
and faculties, while disbelef has the contrary effect 
of closing them and shutting off all further develop- 
ment. 'This 1s true in all hnes of psychic unfoldment. 

Clairvoyance 1s a faculty possessed by the whole 
human race in varying degrees, and there are indi- 
cations that, with each generation, its power 1s becom- 
ing greater and greater, 80 that the time will doubtless 
come when everyone will see clairvoyantly just as we 
now $ee with our ordinary eyes. In fact, the possess10n 
of strong intuitions and sentiments, sensing the feelings 
and emotions of others, etc., are but undeveloped clair- 
voyant flashes, giving you an insight into the mind of 
the person with whom you are conversing. 


Factors m the Development of Clairvoyance 


*© Concentration?” is an important factor in the culti- 
vation of clairvoyance. You must train your mind $0 
that you can think of a particular object for several 
minutes without relaxing or allowing any other thought 


to enter your consclousness. You must practice gazing 


at an object until you can do this for two or three min- 
utes without moving your eyes and without fatigue. 
You should cultivate deep-breathing exercises and, dur- 
Ing insprration, think that you are drawing on the vital 
energy of the universe, while with each breath you ex- 
hale you are throwing off any adverse influences which 
may have come to you. 


**Visnalizing?? 1s an important factor in developing 


clairvoyance. You $hould get into the: habit of calling 


up before your mind a face you have seen or a 8cene 
you have witnessed that day, trying to remember every 
detail and making it clearer and clearer until you have 
every detail clear in your mind's eye. You should then 
endeavor to project it outward into 8pace, as though 
you were seeing these pictures outs1de your head as 
real entities, and not merely as memory pictures. 

Crystal-gazing and simuilar experiments will greatly 
help in this. (To be continued)

Dropping all concepts of any system of morality 
in the monistic concept, morality is the dualistic term 
for presclent knowledge—you formulate an ideal in 
harmony with the greatest possible intelligent fore- 
8I1ght of what may be gained in both the material and 
Spiritual world; then you mount to the absolute view- 
point, thence you see the very supreme mind working 
through you wishes you to gain the very desires you 
hold, although you may notice in the Chart of Mind 
that following rebirth, Animal, Self, National, and 
Dual Consciousness, are omitted.

federation of the world,”” eilminating National Con- 
8clousness and overcomine the dictum of the ** Chosen 
People.” 


You will notice, however, that Race Consciousness, 
in the sense of a Human Race 1s maintained. 'The bug- 
hear which the pseudo-1dealists have for awhile brought 
forward, 1s what sort of a race this true race will be— 
white, black, yellow, or brown—or a mixture of all 
four. There 8eems to be quite a settled opinion mn 
the minds of a few practical and prescient individuals 
ont here in the West that 1t 1s not going to be a Brown 
race—the theosophical hints to the contrary notwith- 
Standing.

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Report Upon *©Poltergeist” 
Phenomena Occurring in 
the Presence of Fraulein 

Hanmie at Braunau 


Communicated by an Eye-Witness (Naval 
Commander Kogelnik) 


N. B.—Capt. Kogelnik has been a 
Student of occult phenomena for some 
years, and has with his wife assisted in 
the development of a physical medium 
likely to be well known in Europe in 
the future. The notes supphed by our 
correspondent have been condensed for 
publication, but without omiss10n of any 
1mportant fact.—ED. 


The investigation of psychical happen- 
ings can only merit the name of Psychic 
Science when its phenomena can be 
brought within the scope of human com- 
prehens1on, and its laws linked on a s8ym- 
metric baxis of fact. There must be a 
consensus established in the observation 
of these facts, or at least an intelligible 
harmony between the 1mpress1ons they 
create upon the minds of various obsery- 


ers. ' No two observers, however, will per- 


ceive alike in these matters. Differences 
of nervous constitution, and of train- 
ing and sensory development of a nature 
more profound than those which can be 
measured by instruments, are present 
between individuals, and in our daily fe 
we are by no means fully conscious of 
guch. The claims of our daily hfe do not 
bring them into contrast in the eritica] 
way in which psychical observation does. 

And each one knows but little of his 
Innermost Self, or can gauge his own 
psychic constitution. 'The writer there- 
fore admits 1it to be an invidious task to 
make record of what after all are his 
personal observations, based upon the un- 
reliable testimony of his nerves and 
Senses. And where one cannot trust one's 
own $enses, still Iess can one commit 
oneselt to a rehance upon those of others. 
Nevertheless he will relate certain strange 


happenings, offering to readers of Psychiec 


Science $uch guarantee as his position as 
a Naval officer, trusted by his men, may 
be able to adduce. With this premise 
the narrative will be continued in the 
first pers0n. 

It was in January of the present year 
that I was informed by an Austrian news- 
paper, as well as by private letters, that 
in Lieserbrucke, a small place in Car- 


inthia, were occurring many strange 
things which were agitating the minds of 
this 180lated community, the even tenor 
of whose life had hitherto been undis- 
turbed by any extraordinary happenings. 
The sohtary inn of Lieserbrucke was 
destined to, be the s8cene of surprising 
events, the news of which s00n spread 
over the countryside, causing alarm and 
disquietnde. Bottles, dishes and plates 
were thrown about the kitchen of the 
inn, bells were rung, stones were flung, 
and all by unseen hands. The inn $800n 
became the resort of pilgrims attracted 
by the miracle. At first no explanation 
was forthcoming, but s0on there appeared 
a connection between the phenomena and 
a gir] of about fifteen years, who was a 
Servant at the 1nn, smece the phenomena 
Seemed dependent on her presence. The 
o1rl appeared unconscious of this, and 
was angry at the accusation, fearing the 
loss of her $1tuation 1f 1t were beheved 
that she was the cause of 80 much trouble 
to her master. But the fact was not to 
be denied, for after her dismissal, which 
ensued, the phenomena entirely ceased. 
The g1rl had removed to other places, at 
each of which s1milar happenings were 
observed. She 800n became the object 
of general attention, but no one would 
keep her long because of the damage 
which took place wherever $he went. 
(See Appendis.) 


I accepted these statements with the 
greatest reserve, though my brother, who 
1S a permanent resident in the district, 
vouched for their truth. The only thing 
to do was to get hold of the girl herself, 
and in this I sncceeded, and she entered 
my house as a maidservant on the 14th 
Mareh, 1922. I engaged her not merely 
from a motive of cnriosity, but for the 
practical reason that my wife was with- 
ont a maid and in deheate health. Han- 
nie, the girl in question, was an orphan 
and was meeting with difficulty im finding 
a Situation owing to her newly-discovered 
qualities. Hence I engaged her, though 
fully aware that the engagement was a 
risky one in respect of any loss or dam- 
age that might be expected according to 
the information that I had obtained. But 
I hoped that by considerate treatment of 
the girl—and this she would certainly 
have from my wife—anything untoward 
might be avoided. 

I found Hannie intelligent, well-de- 
veloped physically and without any ab- 


normalities, but reserved and distrustfal 
as one might expect. 

She could scarcely remember her par- 
ents; her mother had died long ago and 
for 8even years she had heard nothing 
of her father, who also may be dead. She 
was aware of no one in the position of a 
trustee, or who was in any way prepared 
to undertake responsthility on her behalf. 
For all the fifteen years of her life it 
would seem that this poor eirl has never 
known the warmth of human friendship, 
and 80 she has grown self-contained. She 
was extremely Poor. 


**Omnia mea mecum porto'* might 
have been her reply when I asked her 
about her properties, but she evaded the 
admiss1on for very 'sﬆhame. In our house 
She did her duties satisfactorily, . and 
proved a willing and attentive servyant, 
and in time she began to confide mn us. 
We xeldom $poke to her of occult matters, 
and we were careful not to mention those 
occult qualities which were accredited 
to her. We wished things to develop as 
they would without any suggestion or 
influence on our part. What is more, 
the girl was fully occupied with her work 
all day and had neither the time nor ap- 
parently the interest for the s8tudy of 
oceult problems. She also had no reason 
for supposing that we pursued s8ueh 1in- 
terests as $he saw us occupied only with 
the daily life of the household. 

One day, however—l think the fourth 
or fifth after her arrival, I discovered 
Some water poured out on the floor of 
the entrance-hall (see fig. 1). It was a 
small pool of water about 2-300 emm. 
a little way out from the wall between 
the doors marked A and B. 

It was one afternoon when my wife 
and I were at home, and Hannie occupied 
in the kitchen. In passing through the 
hall I saw the water and admonished 
Hannie to be more careful in carrying 
water and to mop 1t up whenever $she $p1lt 
it at once. The girl looked at the water 
with astonishment and declared that she 
had not spilled it. 

I did not wish to make further enquiry 
about $80 small a matter, and therefore 
only told her to dry it. But the same 
thing happened the very next day and 
again Hannie was here admonished, this 
time more sternly. On the third day the 
same thing occurred under cireumstances 
which establish some control of the con- 
ditions under which the phenomena oc- 
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curred. At about 5 p. m. I passed the 
hall on my way from Room A, through 
the kitchen to Room B, in which my wife 
was. The door between the kitchen and 
Room B was wide open, and my wife was 
Speaking to Hannie; who was standing 
near the window in full view of her. 
After 80me minutes I returned to A by 
the same way, and on entering the hall I 
there found again the well-known pool of 
water exactly in the place where 1t had 
appeared before. I instantly told my 
wife, who assured me that the whole time 
I had been in B, she had had Hanmie 
under eye. Either then my wife and 1 
had m an interval of absent-minded- 
ness allowed Hannie to deceive us, or else 
the thing was beyond normal explanation. 
Be this as it may I found myself con- 
vinced of nothing, and bent on greater 
care in watching events. I called on a 
friend, Count L , a man of experience 
in occult research, to visit us in the hope 
that he might find a way of furthering the 
elncidation of the mystery. He came for 
a tew days” stay, but not caring to await 
the spontaneous occurrence of phenom- 
ena, he decided to hypnotize the girl. 
Hannie, after a few passes, went into the 
magnetic sleep, but all effort to induce 
phenomena or movement of objects was 
vain. For about half an hour she would 
answer questions put to her, but later 
even this became impossible. She at 
with her legs and arms stiffened without 
motion, and exhibiting no reaction either 
to words or to magnetic passes, and all 
attempts Count L made to awaken 
her were unsuccessful. In this state she 
remained from 8 :30 p. m. till 7 the next 
morning, when suddenly she awoke of 
her own accord. 


The experiment had tailed, the only 
result being that Hannie was very angry 
and thought herself more hardly treated 
than ever. I decided therefore to make 
another sort of experiment. 


The Seance 


I knew a family who held regular 
Spiritualistic 86ances. Their medium 1s 
a boy of fifteen, whose physical develop- 
ment has been retarded by privation of 
food. As he is too weak to produce phe- 
nomena of any remarkable nature un- 
aided, he is assisted by an *fauxihary *' 
medium, who is a girl of about twenty. 
They use a dull red light. Soon after 
commencing to sit, the boy regularly falls 


into a trance, and then, at his command, 
which 1s given 1n a whisper, the girl who 
is seated near him, also falls into trance. 
The Turther progress of events 8eems to 
depend upon the variable state of the 
boy 's health. 


The usual phenomena are luminous 
Specks or 8mall clouds, which at times 
tend to develop into human outlines. 1 
was not greatly interested in these re- 
sults, but remembering that all results 
are modified not only by the powers of 
the medium but by the influence that the 
S1tters may exercise involuntarily, and 
that whalst the presence of some individ- 
uals inhibits phenomena that of others 
may be conductive to results, I decided to 
take Hannie to a. seance, and this 1 
thought would enable me to axssess her 
medimistic power in comparison with 
others. TI thought 1t better that nothing 
Should be known as to Hannie and her 
powers, and $0 1 introduced her swmply as 
my Servant, stating that I could not 
leave her alone at home. I did not inform 
Hannie of my intentions, and she had 
never attended a seance and was there- 
fore unfamiliar with the nature of it, 


She was placed at a point furthest 
trom the boy and girl medinms in a elr- 
cle of about ten persons and was told 
to remain s1lent and not to move from her 
place. 'The mediums were entranced as 
usual ; first the boy and then the girl, and 
then we waited for something to happen. 
And for a long time 1t seemed as if it 
was to be really a **waiting”” seance, for 
nothing happened, and Hannie found it 
no doubt extremely dull. To &t mm a 
darkened room, with two people ftast 
asleep and the rest all keeping s1lence, 
must have seemed to her a dull proceed- 
ing, and I felt her glance bent on me 
in doubt as to my motive for remaining 
longer. Now an hour had passed, and at 
last the mediums began to move restlessly, 
and little by little to show s1gns of tear. 
Simultaneously they commenced to move 
their arms as though to defend them- 
gelves against s80me being approaching 
them from the direction in which Hannie 
was $eated. These movements of de- 
fense rapidly became more pronounced 
and the faces of the sleeping boy and gurl 
now began to betray in their express10n 
an increasing fear and abhorrence. Un- 
able to speak, they both began to moan, 


and with a great effort, rose from their 
chairs and fell to the floor whimpering 
and sighing continuously, continuing 
their movements of defense which were 
directed towards Hannie's seat. 'The s1t- 
ters now became agitated and anxious 
owing to the strange behavior of the two 
mediums. 


One made vain attempts to calm them, 
but they were neither to be calmed nor 
awakened. At normal seances the boy, 
whalst still entranced, awakens his 
**auxihary * medinm by gently blowing 
upon her, after which he himself awakes. 
This he was seen to be trying to do now, 
but without resnlt. Both still remained 
in trance. It was only after long an 
painful effort that he g&ucceeded in stamn- 
mering out, the words **I cannot awake 
your mediums. Stronger forces are here, 
and they are trying to take possess1en 
of the mediums and I am quite helpless 
against them.” This presumably from 
the **guade. ** 

On this I thought 1t best to bring Han- 
nie away. Next day:I was told that the 
two medinms had awoke an hour after 
we left the seance. Afﬀter this interesting 
experiment I was convinced of Hannie's 
mediumistic powers, but I felt less than 
ever competent to handle them, and de- 
cided to force nothing by any further 
experiment. If my Carinthian friends 
had told me the truth, I should certainly 
SOONEer 0r later have evidence. 

Towards the end of April Mr. and Mrs. 
Hewatt McKenzie came to Braunau, and 
became acquainted with Hannie, Mr. 
MeKenzie, after tesiing her by hypnotic

_ and relief from this was urgent, $0 all 
the keys kept in the kitchen were tied 
together and the cook wore the buneh of 
them around her neck.

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Emotions and Vibrations 
By Ludwig Stanley Landmichl 

Since the whole world 1s vibrating 
life, we can readily 8ee why we Should 
understand this phenomenon better. 
Even the mountain vibrates, yes, it's 
true. You cannot see 1t vibrate, neither 
can you feel its vibrations, this 1s be- 
cause it vibrates with the heavy, slow 
motion of the earth itselt. 


Animals, humans, and all hving things 
travel in certain planes, or levels, of v1- 
brations. The person who 18 carried 1m 
the highest plane is the most snccesstnl ; 
this is a law of Nature and cannot he 
changed. The mode of life practically 
establishes the rate of vibration, and the 
law of oravity groups the subjects ac- 
cording to their planes or levels. 

In nature like always attracts hke. 
Thus we find that people are grouped 
into classes : the day laborers are a class, 
the skilled workmen are in another class, 
the financier 1s st1]] in another class, etc. 
So we find that human society estab- 
lishes its planes or relations. 

The plane of vibration 1s controlled by 
the thought mind, for, **As we think $0 
we are.” This naturally puts us into 
our own cirele where by relativity we 
belong. 

If we think no higher than the pick 
and shovel, we are in the pick and shovel 
class: if we think production, we are 1m 
the factory class ; if we think ot finanee, 
we work ourselves into the finance class, 
etc. As a rule the laboring class does 
not visit at. the home of the financier ; 
they do not loll about in the thiekly up- 
holstered chairs and attend the swell 
functions. 


They - would be out of tune, out of 
harmony, in suech company; they have 
not educated themselves up to this point. 
So also it would he ridiculous to see 
those from the higher planes of life, 
clothed in dress-suits, entertained amid 
a group of the lower levels. Again, hu- 
manity as a whole is divided mito two 
classes, or types, the electric and the 
magnetic. It is a natural law that the 
electric type tends toward a higher rate 
of vibration than the magnetic. 

The electric, which are the blue-eyed, 
light-haired, hight-skinned elass, are 
more active, restless, diffusive, and opti- 
mistice. Their activity will be charac- 
terized by the ardor and enthusiasm of 


their thought. They become angry, 111, 
insane, criminal, or happy, healthy, 
Sane, and ornamentative to soclety under 
the influence of thew radiant, driving, 
dynamic force. 


The magnetic type, which are the 
brown-eyed, dark-haired, and dark 
skinned, vibrate at a lower rate, there- 
fore they generate and express the hfe 
forces more slowly. They are more Co0- 
hesive and drawing, more absorbent and 
concentrated. It 18 their law that they 
do not expend their energ1es as fast, as 
the electric type, neither do they recup- 
erate as fast. They are conservative, 
(uwet, and grateful, less optimistic, but 
more dependable on account of their 
Slowness and constaney. 

Both types are m need of a deeper 
nnderstanding, they should borrow from 
each other the better qualities of each. 
The electric type would do well to adopt 
the slower, dependableness and con- 
Servativeness of the magnetic. The mag- 
netic type $hould adopt the optimistic 
enthusiasm of the electric. 


The higher the rate of vibration, the 
more uphfting are the thoughts. Both 
types may be traveling on a low plane of 
vibration and therefore not be getting 
out of hte what 1s really theirs if they 
hut knew how to possess it. To increase 
the rate of vibration takes stimnlation, 
and this stimaulation can be effected one 
way only, that 1s with the thought mind. 

Uplifting thoughts are poxitive, al- 
ways positive, and stimulate the cireu- 
latory s8ystem, energ1zing the body, and 
the energized body reciprocates by stim- 
alating the mind. One assists the other, 
and we have a harmonious circle, which 
can be likened to a spiral clock s8pring— 
Starting at the center 1t travels in a cir- 
cle, yet 1t continually expands, giving a 
oreater and greater area at each turn. 

So the mind and body work together. 
each giving the other more posttive 
qualities as they assist one another. 
'*Grve and ye shall receive, '' works upon 
the inner man as well as the outer. Give 
good thoughts to the body and it will be 
in fit condition to supply the brain with 
that quality which goes for rich, 
healthy, positive thinking, the big think- 
ing. 

All the positive qualities are in every- 
one, they only need developing. If they 
are weak or latent, it is because they 
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have not been nourished with the proper 
thoughts and use. The plan 1s then, to 
never stop thinking the wish, the oppo- 
Site will as surely vanish as a mist in 
the &un. Whatever we wish to realize, 
the image must be held steadily in the 
mind, the creative substance 1s then set 
to work, provided the effort be strong 
and continuous. 


To be snre, 1t is hard to get out of the 
rut of the old way of hving, years of 
negative thinking and habits must be 
overcome, and this 1s no small task. Still, 
if the proper 1mage 1s held with power, 
long enough, the wish will be realized. 
Zeheve this faithfully and it will make 
it easler for you to realize your wish. 

Hurl the proper snggestive thoughts 
at your enemies, anger, hate, fear, 
worry, etc., until they are completely 
destroyed. Use auto-suggestion ; say to 
vourself, over and over, many times 
daily: *©'I am becoming more happy, 
courageous, even-tempered, and con- 
tented.””

Every man 1s consclous within him- 
Self of certain absolute notions, exist-

They are the principles:

Of identity. 

Of contradiction.

Through the principle of cause reason 
tells us that everything that exists 1s 
the result of s0me cause or other, and 
though the latter often escapes our 
notice, we still acknowledge its exist- 
ence, knowing 1t to be a fact. 

This 1s the source of all science; we 
Study realities only to trace them back 
to their producer. 

It is not enough to lay down the law 
of a Tact. We must know whom the 
law proceeds Irom, and what maintains 
the harmony of nature. 

_ Through the principle of cause, reason 
and contradiction, man knows that his 
ego 18 not that of his neighbor. That 
two contrary TIacts are.not governed by 
the same law; that good is not evil: 
that two contraries cannot s1multane- 
ously be predicted of the same fact. 

Through the prineiple of harmony, 
reason tells us that everything m the 
universe 1s'subject to certain immutable 
laws, and the prineiple of cause compels 
us to attribute to these laws an author 
and preserver. 

No faculty of the soul is able to per- 
form any act or motion, except 1 con- 
formity with these principles, which 
regulate 1ts interior and exterior lfe, 
its spwritual and material nature. With- 
out these principles, to which all are 
necessarily obliged to submiat, and 
which commend themselves to the 
reason of all men and people, without 
these principles, we s8ay, which are the 
Supreme law of all observation, of all 
investigation, of all s8cience, no one can 
derive any benefit from tradition, or 
from the achievements of those who 
have preceded him. There being no 
other axiomatic foundation for sc1en- 
tiftie facts, there can be no sclience, for 
no two men wu see, think, or judge 
alike.

He it is who, enveloping all beings 
in a body composed of the five elements, 
causes them to pass through the suc- 
cesslve stages of birth, growth, and 
dissolation, with a movement hke that 
of a wheel.

Did thy life include all the lives that 
had escaped the shock of the destroy- 
ing elements?

Upon 
this point the Book of the Spirits al- 
Iudes to a revolt of the Spirits, that 
happened a long while ago, but makes 
no further explanation. Some of them 
are Supposed to have been cast down to 
earth again. 

Those Spirits which have not passed 
the degree immediately above that ot 
man, are the only s$pirits which are 1m 
communication with the latter. They 
are regarded as the ancestors of the 
human race and its natural directors 
from whom 1it derives its inspiration. 
They are themselves inspired by the 
Spirits of the next degree above them, 
and $80 on, from one degree to another, 
until the drvine word or, 1 other terms, 
until revelation 1s imparted to man. 

The Spirits are not equal to each 
other. Each category forms a separate 
and complete world, in the hikeness of 


our own, only more perfect, in which 
there 1s the same diversity of intel- 
Iigence and funetion. 


According to this theory, it will be 
readily understood that man cannot 
live 180lated from his ancestors. It 1s 
only by the aid of their instruetion and 
help that he can arrive in the shortest 
posslble time at the transformation by 
means of which he becomes united to 


them. 


Upon this behet 1s based the whole 
theory of mitiation. 

But men upon earth are not fitted to 
receive communications from a higher 
world. . Some are naturally inclined 
toward evil and do not care to improve 
their characters: others still Tteel the 
effect of the previous hves which they 
have spent in the form of animals, and 
their spirits are entirely dominated by 
matter. It is only after many genera- 
tions have been s$spent in the practice of 
virtue that the soul becomes s$spiritual- 
ized and the pure fluid called Agasa 18 
developed, by means of which com- 
munication is established. 


Hence the natural mequality of men 
and the necessity that those who have 
arrived at the highest degree of de- 
velopment should unite in the study of 
the great secrets of life and of the

The Haunted House at 
Lieserbrucke 


Report from Local Paper, the ©Karntner T ag- 
blatt,” February 15, 1922 

'*The first outbreak of phenomena in 
the inn at Lieserbrueke in Austria, took 
place on November 24, 1921. On the first 
floor of the honse 1s a maid's room, used 
by two girls, .J. P., referred to later as 
Hannie—fifteen years old, and S$. 8., 
twenty years of age. These two girls 
were employed as servants in this village 
inn. Adjoining the room are two others, 
which were used by the son of the inn- 
keeper and his s1ster. 

**During the night of November 24-25 
the girls heard a shuffing noise, which 
was described as being hke the breathing 
or blowing of a cow when laying 1tself 
down. On the evening of November 25, 
at 7:50, several other persons were Ppres- 
ent in the chamber besides the girls, and 
there was no hight im the room. All 
heard heavy blows seemingly dealt on the 
door and chairs, and other objects were 
moved ; in addition to which an intermit- 
tent shuffling noise was heard. 'The phe- 
nomena lasted until 5 a. m. The next day 
the writer of this article was summoned 
to the inn, and experienced similar hap- 
penings. During the following day the 
noises increased, the blows, which hither- 
to had been only on the maids* door, 
being heard now on other doors. Other 
Strange phenomena were also noted. 
When Hannie neared the threshing floor, 
the windmill suddenly began to move its 
wings, bells started to ring in her neigh- 
borhood, the cattle became restless and 
the horses began to rear, the dogs showed 
sIgns of fear and ran about with bristlng 
hair. Sometimes the girl has been seen 
Surrounded by a white clond. All the 
inhabitants were much agitated by these 


occurrences, but s0on took them as a 
matter of course. 

**Towards the end of December the 
phenomena seemed to gather round s8mall- 
er articles and became destructive in 
tendency. Domestic utens1ls were the ob- 
Jects of attack. Glasses, cups and bot- 
tles were thrown about, beer casks were 
Sent rolling; wood, potatoes and ropes 
were used as it they were feather balls. 
The enamel was scraped tirom a pot; 
panes of glass and lamps were broken. 
An 1ron weight was thrown tor several 
yards, and. an attempt to fix 1t with a 
chain did not prevent it being moved. 

**The mnkeeper hoped that the dis- 
turbances would cease as quickly as they 
had risen, but the damage grew to sueh 
an alarming extent, that he could not 
keep the girl Hannie any longer, and $0 
She was moved to another place on +Janu- 
ary 31, 1922. From that day the haunt- 
ing of Lieserbrucke ceased. 

The theory of fraud does not seem to 
cover the facts in this case. The girls 
Seem to have no influence whatever on the 
phenomena, which made them atraid, and 
caused them to seek help from others. 
Sometimes they felt a drawing of their 
limbs, but not always. The phenomena 
took place irrespective whether 1t was 
dark or hight. Hundreds of persons have 
witnessed one manifestation or another, 
but many others who journeyed to the inn 
were disappointed and saw nothing. "The 
very attitude of patient expectation often 
Seemed to hinder the coming of the phe- 
nomena.

Naturally each life should be a steady and perceptible 
erowth and development in every way.

Phe late war was but an episode in the struggle to 
attain this great and paramount end. The great strug- 
gle of the 8pirit to claim its own and to divest itself 
ol all material fetters is on, as we can see by the fervant 
Study of all forms of applied psychology among the eqdu- 
cated classes; by the growing interest in all matters of 
occult lore, the great and steady expansion of the truths 
of Spiritualism ; the consciousncss of the fundamental 
necessity of education for all and all along the line; 
the great dissatisfaction among church goers; the 
straining efforts of the churches to save the situation 
in behalf of orthodox religion; the great movement 
among the prinees of knowledge for all forms of re- 
Search in Psychie Truth; the eagerness of the daily 
press, although unfriendly to the cause of Spiritualism 
and kindred philosophies, to publish these strange news 
items which tell 80 1rresistibly of the wonders being 
worked by hidden forces, by invisible intelligences 
around us on every s1de; by these s1gns do we recognize 
that a eris1s 1s fast approaching which will result mn 
the most overwhelming and fundamental regeneration 
mankind has ever known. 

While, the lagging s8cientists live in utter 1gnorance 
of the great new forms of Truth now being revealed to 
those capable of perceiving them, the people, as a whole, 
have become more susceptible to influences beyond the 
understanding of the materialistic mind, and are begin- 
ning to avail themselves more and more fully of the 
benefits of psychic power. 

During. the last year, more than a thousand spirit 
manifestations were recorded in the public press. There 
are more than five thousand mediums throughout the 
country under the various titles of clairvoyants, 
prophets, psychics, mystics and psycho-analysts, etc., 
who are dedicating their spirit power to the comfort- 
ing, the healing, the elevating and the progress1on of 
those around them. 'These are consulted from time to 
time by more than five million ardent seekers after 
truth, which very clearly shows that the people are 1n- 
818tently seeking for salvation, out of present reaction- 
ary bondage, from a. Greater Source beyond. They 
have been brought by force of cireumstances to believe 
in the co-operation of higher powers. As they insist 
more and more on the consciousness of these powers, 
does their enslavement to materiality diminish and dis- 
appear. 

The highest statecraft of our day compiled the peace 
treaty of Versa1illes. What was the result? The rapid 
disintegration of society as we know it as the prehm- 
inary preparation for the next phase. This treaty of 
Versa1lles, which was to bring lasting peace to all the 
world, and forever put an end to that monster, War, 


did nothing of the kind. It did not even stop the cruel 
onward mareh of that bloody carnival of selfishness. 
In fact, the war, which broke out in 1914, 1s still being 
relentlessly carried on. It is a fight for supremacy be- 
tween two powerful forces. 'The one which now holds 
the upper hand, feels its strength gradually waning. 
The opposing power, though still the weaker, is slowly 
gaining an ever surer foothold. 

We have seen kings, potentates and kaisers, both 
crowned and uncrowned, pass In rapid snccess10n as the 
flood tide of human worth caught them in 1ts powerful 
and swirlng eddies and hastened them forward to ob- 
livion. Their voice was lost in the roar of the ever 
nearing rapids and their will reduced to naught. 

There is here evidently a power behind all these 
petty thrones which 1s far mightier than they, which 
dictates and rules and is master in the house. 'The 
Emperor of Austria, the Czar of Russ1a, Wilhelm Il, 
[Kaiser of Germany and the many lesser hights all come 
within this category. 

When Woodrow Wilson went to Paris he took with 
him fourteen precious Jewels, with which to adorn the 
firmament of peace, that they might shine, forth and 
pour hght onto strugghng humanity. 'These tourteen 
points were born mostly m the hours of the night, when 
the spirit world 1s nearest to this world of clay and 
comes nearest to moulding its onward destiny. 'They 
were born as the result of an inspiration coming trom 
those holding a higher viewpoint who, in their wisdom, 
knew what was best to heal the wounds of the suffering 
nations. But the power behind the material throne of 
the present era, United Capital, under the subtle guid- 
ance of English statesmanship, has agam succeeded for 
the time being in cheating men out of the immediate 
enjoyment of their already long deferred inheritance 
of safety and of lasting peace. As a result we s8ee a 
continuation of the war, recurring violation of treaties, 
starvation of the masses, unemployment, disease and 
treachery on every hand among all nations save those 
responslble for this terrible condition. We see the 
holiest instinets of humanity warped from their pur- 
pose and used by the dark controlling powers to tetter 
mankind anew, while increasing their hold on wealth 
and power. 

The means they are using however become rapidly 
more and more irksome, with the result that we are 
about to witness the passing of the spurious power be- 
hind the throne into other hands which will 8et up mn 
its place a new and genuine power, capable of upholding 
and guiding a new and far more resplendent throne in 
its benevolent protecting action in furthering human 
progress along all lines. 

The attempt at reviving dictation to human thought 
in this fierce struggle to the death between the new and 
the old, comes to accentuate the rebellion against all 
mental dictation, especially that of the different 
churches. The people are becoming alive to the fact 
that there 1s a power st1ll stronger than that of money ; 
a power which 1s destined to break the yoke under which 
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man's head now bends. How is this going to be accom- 
plished, this bringing of Heaven down to earth? 


What does the future hold in store for us? 


In large stone quarries we $8ee immense blocks of 
stone Prepared by drilling rows of round holes along 
the line of cleavage selected. Round wedges are $upP- 
plied and fitted tightly into these holes. Still nothing 
happens. When, however, we wet these wedges with 
a stream of water, the capillary action, as the wood 
absorbs the water, causes the former to swell under the 
many tons of pressure produced and the stone 1s divided 
as was designed and without a shock. 


The erystallization of reaction now going on in the 
world, and especially i the United States, 1s rapidly 
producing a state of social rigidity akin unto that of 
stone. As this rigidity begins to hamper the treedom 
of action of the leading classes they try various ineff- 
cient methods of softening the erystalline mass thus 
forming. 'The time 1s ripe for the hole drillers. They 
are now at work already. Then—when their work 1s 
ready and done, those destined to pour the stream of 
water will find no difficulty in reaching the wedges that 
are to change the face of things. 

Phe capillary action will perform its part of the work 
and, lo and behold, the fissure which 1s to free the pent- 
up energies within will open wide and the coming 
progress will quickly leave the old shell behind. 

Former civilizations have flourished, decayed and 
rotted into oblivion again, because they were 80 wedded 
to the material, selfish view of things that they could 
not conceive of any other. 

With the modern deciphering of euneiform messages 
and others, we cannot help being impressed with the 
fact that daily human life in all the complexity we our- 
gelves are Tamar with, existed in those times als0. 
We find the action and reaction on the individual prac- 
tically the same. The description of the journey of a 
priest of the Temple of Jupiter-Ammon on the Nile, 
g1ven on a papyrus roll found in an ancient tomb, who 
went seeking new cedar beams for the roof of his tem- 
ple, reads essentially the same as 1t would today. Start- 
ing out with money and letters of introduction, he 
reaches Alexandria in Egypt, but after vainly searching 
for a captain who would be willing to take such a load 
on his ship and help him reach the Lebanon mountains, 
he finally succeeds only because he stumbles across an 
old friend of his father. Before reaching Joppa, a 
storm comes up and wrecks the ship; each one for him- 
Self is the ery. On gaining land, our priest struggles 
along alone, having lost track of his companions. He 
meets s8ome robbers who despoil him of everything 
and start him on his way with kicks and taunts and 
Jeers. At last, sick and disheartened, he reaches the 
cedar lumber mart. Where 1s his money he 1s asked? 
He hangs around until some travelers from the east, 
hearing his story, recognize in him the 8on of a long 
lost friend of theirs. They are not averse to appeasing 
the deity, pay for the required beams and see that they, 


with the priest as supercargo, are safely shipped on the 
return journey. Another storm carries the vessel to 
the 1sland of Cypress where the inhabitants were 
friendly. Here the story literally breaks off, for the 
papyrus had become brittle with age. The mental cali- 
ber of the conversations recorded and the mixture of 
8elfishness and good feeling shown thereby, are the 
exact counterpart of what we find today, showing that 
what 1s necessary for progress 1s but the power to put 
ourselves in the other fellow's place, that our brotherly 
feeling may expand and grow. 

In those days, when civilizations crashed, the more 
highly enhghtened souls found a place of refuge in out- 
lying countries. Now, however, the world has become 
s8mall as means of locomotion have become ever more 
rapid. There 1s no place to flee to more. Hence, 80 to 
8peak, man has his back against the wall and his only 
choice 1s either to sink in the rottenness of decay or 
118e in his might, throw away the shackles of-his s8elfish- 
ness and start a new era for all generations yet to come. 

If the rottening process, up to the present advanced 
Stage, had taken longer than 1t has, man might be too 
weak to react, as will be now required of him. Modern 
inventions, however, have been succeeding each other 
S0 thick and fast that the social body 1s as yet strong 
and well resisting. 

This constitutes our hope. 


As the apphed means of warfare become with each 
year more terrible and the toll of human hives exacted 
more and more monstrous, with the increasing burden 
of taxation for those least able to bear it, the will power 
of 8uffering humanity will react, in one moment to- 
gether; a moment of unpreparedness of the opposing 
s1de. The water on the wedges will thus be furnished 
and the new era will thus automatically dawn. 

With the progress shown in enlightened principle of 
action in England, Germany and- the Umited States 
of America, s1nce the signing of the Versailles treaty 
over four years ago, relatively shght as it 1s, the future 
course of events 18 not hard to foresce. 

Phe present business system, having lost 1ts balance 
wheel, competition, through the lack of new physical 
worlds to conquer, wil rapidly weaken, has already 
weakened in its grip on the popular mind in many coun- 
tries. As this weakening process grows, the efforts of 
its handmaiden mihtarism, will become more and more 
frantic and deadly. 'This phase will be exemplified by 
a holocaust of victims within the coming half dozen 
years. The reactionary, militaristic elements in each 
country will combine together against the liberally 
striving ones. Spain, France, Italy, Greece, the Bal- 
kans, Poland, and a part of Russ1a will turn this way. 
The other countries of Europe will gradually take the 
other s1de, toward the Light, the Dawn. The United 
States, composed of all these elements and others again, 
will present the same cleavage, 80 to speak, and be d1- 


vided into two irreconcilable camps mn fratricidal con- 
fect.

Unnoticed and unsung, a new and 
all potent element has associated itself with men in 
their extremity. Lake the soft and tender green shoot 
Just showing its head in the cleft of rock, it has made 
up its mind to grow, because it can not do otherwise. As 
it grows at an invistþble but rapid rate, the cleft in the 
rock widens, the rock splits and 1s shoved entirely aside. 

What 1s this new element you. ask? It is the gradual 
recognition that, if ervilization 1s to endure and the hu- 
man race be kept from total disintegration, the abs0- 
late necess1ty of justice 1 co-0peration as a daily prac- 
tice among men, must be carried out and the rule of 
doing as one would be done by, become a living fact of 
daily human life. 

When, after tremendous struggles for generations, 
we have at last attained this stage, a large enough body 


ot men will have become 80 developed that they will 
realize the opening of a further door before their ad- 
vancing footsteps. 

Having become thoroughly accustomed to the stern 
lines of justice's face, and knowing that polarity 1s one 
of the basic laws of nature around us, they will seek to 
discover, or rather uncover, the other side of the medal.

Summation about ? 

What is going to nourish and keep alive this recogn1- 
tion. of the necessity of common Justice among men, 1 
they wish to hive upon this earth?

In the preceding chapter, published in the June 188ue 
of this magazine we have learned the great importance 
which the conspicuous dark cloud played as a herald 
of approaching divine manifestations, recorded in the 
Bible.

Then follows The Silence??; a rest- 
ful state of mind full of peace, free from the cares of 
earthly thoughts, accompanied by a complete relaxa- 
tion of the entire body in order to permit the spiritual 
inner s8elf to emerge mto full acknowledgement of its 
oneness with the eternal all-pervading life force. It is 
in such a state of mind and body that the human organ- 
18m generates a vaporous substance, which only highly 
8ensitive persons can detect. 


The Effect of Sanctification 


Scientists have recognized the existence of this mys- 
terious substance, emerging from the human body under 
certain conditions. Some call 1t Magnetism, others say 
it 1s human Electricity, and many call it an Odice Effin- 
ence. Maurice Maeterhnck who devoted much of his 
time studying Oriental Wisdom and Occultisxm had tre- 
quent occas1on to observe this haman emanation.

The 
progress of official sclence 18 always slow. It took 150 
years for Volta's electricity to be recognized. It was 
nearly 190 years after Mesmer before Mesmerism was 
studied and classified. 

{Che Austrian, Reichenbach, rediscovered the *hving 
fire' of Zoroaster. He rediscovered the astral light! 
Ode 1s the magnetic fluid which emanates in uninter- 
rupted waves from bodies. Reichenbach was first to 
discover that *sensitive persons? could see the effluvia in 
the dark. After experiments he proved that its power 
varied with the emotions and status of mind of the sub- 
jects. He found that 1t was of bluish color on the right 
s1de and yellowish red on the left. 


**Not only man, but animals, plants and minerals 
possess 1t. It can be photographed. It 1s magnetism, 
as the occultists of every age and country always taught. 
PThese emanations show a fluid, which may be the source 
ol the power in table turning. The table moves only 
when the rays from the hands become powerful as they 
converge 1n the centre. When the rays are extinguished 
the table stops or drops.

The fluid can be collected 
and substances can be charged with it. A mesmerizer 
can infuse 1t into another or can transmit it into the 
body of a *sens1itive.” It can not be destroyed !”” 

Those who had occasion to s1t in a 8eance with a pow- 
erful medinm are acquainted with experiences and ob- 
Servations very much akin to those of the Israelites at 
Mount Sinai. In a small gathering, where only a hand- 
ful of people contribute toward the building of the 
cloud, the quantity of the odie fluid is very limited. Its 
force 18 not strong enough to produce thunder and light- 
ning, but the first manifestations, which follow the ap- 
pearance of the vaporous cloud come as rappings aft

Strong that the sitters can not suppress their amaze- 
ment and express it audibly. 

Such 1s the proceedings following the appearance of 
this cloud in the seance room. 'The unbiased mind, ac- 
quainted with the Bible story of the revelation at Mount 
SInal, 1s thus forced to recognize the strong resemblance 
between attributes of the cloud hovering over the moun- 
tain and those of its mimaature counterpart in the 
Seance rLoom—the latter fills the room and remains qur- 


ing the entire s1tting.

Most of our readers receive this mag- 
azine about the middle part of the 
month. We are therefore going to cover 
the s1gns of Leo and Cancer in this 1s- 
Sue, for both s1gns will rule the period 
before our August 1s88ve appears. Can- 
cer this year rules from .June 22nd to 
July 24th. It is a watery slgn and may 
be termed the mother sign, for those 
born 1n 1t, men as well as women, have 
a strong love for children and try to 
mother or father everything, erownups 
included.

The tendency 
to accumulate 1s strikingly shown m 
John D. Rockefeller, Sr., who was born 
under 1t. The late Lord Northelitfe 1s 
a very good example of the strong ruth- 
less type of Leo. Robert Ingersoll and 
Sir Walter Scott are examples of some- 
what different tvpes. 


'Fhere 1s a common $aying that Friday 


the 13th is an unlueky day, but planetary 


conditions are quite favorable on the 
Friday the 13th which occurs m July ot 
this year. It 1s one of the fortunate days 
of the month. The most fortunate days 
are: the 2nd, 13th, 17th, for birthdays, 
these being the most fortunate for gen- 
eral affairs also. The Sth, 9th. 19th, 
22nd. 23rd and 28th are also favorable 
days. The Fourth this year was an"un- 
favorable day. The usnal number of 
deaths and injuries occurred through. 
carelessness, negligence and a mistaken 
idea of enjoyment, and one might be 
tempted to think 1t was unfavorable 
every year. lowever, s8ome years are 
worse than others, and this time planet- 
ary conditions were $uch as to bring on 
the worst, when any accident occurred. 
When the mnfluences of the stars are 
malign, 1t is best to be quiet and take 
matters easlly and by non-resistance 
try to avoid the bad prevailing imflu- 
ences. However, on the nation's birth- 
day, people celebrate by letting off fire- 
arms and giant fire-crackers and expos- 
ing themselves to all sorts of dangers, 
80 that it is no wonder that deaths and 
maimings occur, when the influences 
are malign.
